In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  townspeople  the 
Selectmen  directed  the  following  projects  during  the  year: 

Purchase  of  the  new  Police  Cruiser  was  put  out  to  public 
bid.  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  Dennisport 
Hudson  Inc. 

Purchase  of  a  ranch  wagon  for  the  Fire  Department  was 
put  out  to  bid.  Contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder, 
Newton  Motor  Sales. 

A  Committee  of  five  persons  was  appointed  to  study  the 
possibilities  of  relocating  the  Town  Dump.  The  results  of 
their  investigation  appear  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

Approximately  seventy  three  acres  of  woodland  were 
taken  by  Eminent  Domain  for  use  as  well  land  by  the  Water 
Department. 

The  $3000  raised  to  advertise  the  advantages  and  re¬ 
sources  of  the  Town  was  expended  in  cooperation  with  the 
Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  following  manner:

Four  Concerts  were  given  by  the  Chatham  Band  at  Brooks 
Park  during  the  summer  months.  These  concerts  now  cost 
the  Town  $150  apiece. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  determine  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  method  of  expending  the  $1000  appropriated  for  the 
celebration  of  July  4,  1956.  A  summary  of  the  work  of  this 
Committee  appears  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

The  westerly  jetty  at  the  entrance  to  Allen  Harbor  was 
repaired,  reinforced,  and  extended.  The  outermost  section  of 
the  Allen  Harbor  channel  was  dredged. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  construction  of  two 
additional  jetties  and  the  placing  of  sand  fill  at  the  Red  River 
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Beach  in  South  Harwich.  When  completed,  this  work  will 
carry  improvements  to  the  Chatham  Line.  Fill  and  harden¬ 
ing  was  brought  in  and  placed  at  the  rear  of  the  beach  be¬ 
tween  Deep  Hole  and  Uncle  Venies  Roads  to  provide  an  area 
for  parking. 

Alternate  members  were  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals  from  each  section  of  the  Town.  A  list  of  these  Alter¬ 
nates  is  given  under  the  roll  of  Town  Officers. 

It  was  found  that  the  main  floor  hearing  room  at  the 
Town  Office  was  inadequate  on  several  occasions  and  repairs 
were  made  on  the  larger  hearing  room  downstairs.  The  new 
hearing  room  will  seat  approximately  100  persons. 

The  Water  Loan  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was 
combined  with  that  voted  at  the  Special  Meeting  in  June,  a 
total  of  $586,000,  and  put  to  bid  through  the  Second  Bank 
and  State  Street  Trust,  Boston.  Bonds  were  awarded  to  the 
low  bidder,  The  First  Boston  Corporation,  at  2*4%. 

The  Selectmen  asked  each  Department  to  include  the 
cost  of  its  building  repairs  and  its  insurance  (except  that  on 
Town  Buildings)  in  the  Departmental  budget  for  the  coming 
year.  Formerly  the  Selectmen  had  handled  these  items,  but 
it  was  felt  that  a  better  cost  picture  would  be  provided  the 
townspeople  and  a  more  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  policies 
and  repairs  would  be  provided  the  department  head  with  the 
new  system. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  efforts  should  be  made  by  the 
Town  to  improve  the  boating  facilities,  specifically  the  avail¬ 
able  anchorage.  This  year’s  warrant  offers  an  opportunity  to 
come  to  some  decision  in  this  regard.  Also  in  the  Warrant  is 
an  article  which  proposes  a  study  of  the  Town  Buildings  for 
the  purpose  of  setting  up  a  comprehensive  course  of  action 
for  future  building.  The  townspeople  will  have  to  face  sev¬ 
eral  important  building  decisions  and  rather  than  handle 
each  one  as  an  individual  problem,  it  can  then  be  treated 
as  a  part  of  an  overall  plan  which  takes  into  consideration 
the  needs  of  all  town  functions.

to  report  both  the  findings  of  the  investigation  and  the  pro¬ 
posed  course  of  action  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1957, 
and  to  bring  in  to  that  meeting  any  legislation  necessary  to 
the  accomplishment  of  the  above  proposed  course  of  action, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
($400)  for  the  expenses  of  said  Committee,  and  to  act  fully 
thereon. 

Article  76.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Tree 
Warden  for  the  term  of  three  years  to  take  effect  by  appear¬ 
ing  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Ballot  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  1957  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  77.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  inserting  after  Article 
IX  of  said  By-Laws  the  following:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  for  unpaid  bills  of 
previous  years  as  provided  for  in  Chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of 
1941  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 
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Article  81.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
surplus  revenue  or  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  1956  tax  rate  and  to  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  82.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
following  unexpended  balance  of  special  appropriations  to 
surplus  revenue  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
present  for  your  consideration  their  19th  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1955. 

Nineteen  fifty-five  was  an  unusually  busy  year,  due,  we 
believe,  in  good  part  to  the  action  taken  at  the  two  Town 
Meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  February  15,  the  towns¬ 
people  voted  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  increase  the  town’s 
water  supply  by  the  installation  of  wells,  construction  of  an 
auxiliary  pumping  station,  purchase  and  installation  of 
pumping  equipment,  and  laying  of  water  mains.  Later,  prop¬ 
erty  owners  in  North  and  East  Harwich  petitioned  for  a  Spe¬ 
cial  Town  Meeting,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Commissioners 
met  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  feasibility  of  extending  water  mains  to  these  areas. 
Paul  Howard,  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Engineers,  was  re¬ 
quested  to  submit  a  plan  for  these  proposed  extensions,  and 
to  give  an  estimate  of  the  costs.  After  Mr.  Howard’s  report, 
the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  recommended 
that  this  meeting  be  called,  and  on  June  3  the  voters  acted 
in  favor  of  this  article.  On  June  20  sealed  bids  were  received 
for  pipe,  hydrants,  valves  and  fittings  for  the  water  main  con¬ 
struction  project.  Warren  Foundry  &  Pipe  Corporation  was 
the  low  bidder  for  pipe  and  fittings;  Public  Works  Supply 
Company  for  Darling  hydrants;  Sumner  &  Dunbar  for  tap¬ 
ping  sleeves  and  valves,  and  H.  R.  Prescott  for  gate  valves. 

Twelve  contractors  submitted  bids  for  the  installation 
of  water  mains  and  James  A.  Munroe  &  Son  of  North  Attle¬ 
boro  was  the  successful  bidder.  A  contract  was  signed  with 
Whitman  &  Howard  to  supervise  the  entire  project.  Work  was 
started  October  3,  and  to  date  12  miles  of  mains  have  been 
laid  out  of  the  approximately  17  miles  voted. 

On  April  4  bids  were  received  for  the  digging  of  the  gravel 
packed  wells  from  Layne,  New  York  City;  R.  E.  Chapman  & 
Company,  and  D.  L.  Mahar  Company.  The  contract  was 
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awarded  to  the  latter  with  a  bid  price  of  $125.80  per  linear 
foot.  At  the  present  writing  two  gravel  packed  wells  are  com¬ 
pleted  and  the  third  is  nearing  completion. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  not  been  drawn  up  for  the 
substation  which  will  house  pumps  and  motors  for  these  wells. 
We  do  plan  to  have  these  wells  part  of  the  system  for  the 
coming  summer. 

Upon  request,  D.  L.  Mahar  submitted  a  figure  for  test 
work  in  the  East  Harwich  area.  Two  sites  were  chosen  and 
in  October  work  was  started  on  well  testing  off  Muddy  Cove 
Road  and  off  Pleasant  Bay  Road.  These  sites  yielded  a  good 
supply  of  water,  and  an  analysis  by  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  revealed  excellent  quality  in  both 
places.  As  the  Pleasant  Bay  Road  location  can  accommodate 
three  wells,  an  article  will  appear  in  the  Town  Warrant  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  this  site  by  purchase  or  eminent 
domain,  since  this  is  private  property. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  an  additional  sum  of  $800.00 
was  voted  to  be  used  with  the  $1,300.00  appropriated  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the  purchase  of  a  ranch  type  sta¬ 
tion  wagon,  and  on  June  11  bids  were  received  from  Manson 
Motors,  Newton  Motor  Sales,  Bragle  Chevrolet  of  Hyannis, 
and  Chase  Chevrolet  of  Chatham.  Manson  Motors  was  the 
low  bidder  with  a  price  of  $2,095.00. 

Maintenance  work  was  carried  on  as  usual.  All  hydrants 
and  valves  were  checked  during  the  year,  and  the  Diesel 
Engines  were  overhauled.  During  the  dry  weather  of  July 
the  engines  were  used  20  hours  daily  for  nearly  three  weeks. 
We  reached  a  new  high  in  water  consumption  this  year  with 
130,238,350  gallons  pumped,  taxing  to  capacity  our  present 
facilities  during  our  peak  periods.  Next  season  the  new  wells 
will  alleviate  this  situation. 

One  hundred  fourteen  service  installations  were  made 
during  1955.  Early  in  March  bids  were  advertised  for  general 
water  works  supplies  in  connection  with  these  installations 
and  on  March  21  these  bids  were  opened  with  the  following- 
submitting  prices: 

Neptune  Meter  Co.  of  New  York  Meters  and  Fittings 

Red  Hed  Manufacturing  Co.  Brass  Goods 

Eureka  Cement  Lined  Pipe  Co.  Service  Pipe 

Cement  Lined  Pipe  Co.  Service  Pipe 

and  awards  were  made  to  Neptune  Meter  Company,  Red  Hed 
Manufacturing  Company,  and  Cement  Lined  Pipe  Company. 
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Recently  the  Superintendent  with  a  representative  from 
Roy  O.  Leonard  “Steeple  Jacks  &  Riggers”  inspected  the  tanks 
and  found  them  in  need  of  painting.  We  recommend  that  this 
be  done  every  three  years,  and  an  article  will  appear  in  the 
Annual  Warrant  requesting  funds  for  this  work. 

Another  article  in  the  Warrant  concerns  our  need  for  a 
new  tractor,  loader  and  digger,  as  the  one  now  in  use  is  con¬ 
stantly  out  of  repair.  We  feel  that  the  additional  service  work 
in  prospect  necessitates  such  a  purchase. 

Receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $62,127.56,  an  increase 
of  6%  over  the  previous  year.  This  amount  exceeded  our 
operating  expenses  by  $11,058.42. 

At  the  Annual  Election,  Francis  J.  Hibbert  was  re-elected 
for  three  years  to  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  and 
Norman  O.  Nickerson  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Walter  E.  Cahoon  who  resigned  early  in  1954. 

The  Board  has  met  79  times  during  the  year  to  transact 
department  business.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1954,  and  report  thereon  as 
follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  with  the 
reports  on  file  in  the  town  accountant’s  office. 

The  town  accountant’s  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
the  receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and 
the  payments  being  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing 
them  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The  ap¬ 
propriations  and  loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk’s  record  of  town  meeting  proceedings  and  the  re¬ 
corded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee. 

A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1954. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  verified, 
and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s  war¬ 
rants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  cash  bal¬ 
ance  on  February  2,  1955,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal¬ 
ance  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 
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The  payments  made  for  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
compared  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file  and  with  the 
amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and  the  transfers  to  the  town 
were  verified. 

The  records  of  Federal  tax  deductions  from  employees’ 
salaries  and  wages  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the 
amounts  paid  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue  were 
verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  listed.  The  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  compared  with  the  tax  books,  the  tax 
titles  redeemed  and  foreclosed  were  verified,  and  the  tax 
titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  accountant’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  tax  and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  ex¬ 
amination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were 
audited  and  compared  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  re¬ 
cords  of  abatements  granted,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  out¬ 
standing  according  to  the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  sub¬ 
sequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  proved.  The 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abate¬ 
ments  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  departments 
authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding  ac¬ 
counts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing- 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  as  well  as  for  receipts 
from  miscellaneous  sources.  The  payments  to  the  town  trea- 


surer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts 
and  the  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were 
compared  with  the  receipts  on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to  file 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  building  and  plumbing  inspectors,  and  the 
school  and  library  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  de¬ 
partments  collecting  money  for  the  town  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  recorded  collections  being  compared  with  the 
treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  tax  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax 
title,  tax  possessions,  departmental  and  water  accounts,  as 
well  as  schedules  showing  the  transactions  and  conditions 
of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  the  Veterans  Agent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Without  any  doubt,  the  year  1955  produced  the  greatest 
number  of  applicants  for  Veterans’  Benefits  since  this  De¬ 
partment  was  established  by  law  in  1947.  With  the  new  ad¬ 
ditional  Korean  veterans  and  the  World  War  II  and  World 
War  I  veterans  getting  older  this  was  to  be  expected.  At 
present  the  average  age  of  the  WW  I  veteran  is  64  and  with 
the  average  expectancy  of  life  at  age  69  it  is  easy  to  deter¬ 
mine  just  why  there  is  more  illness  and  less  ability  to  work. 
It  also  will  explain  the  unusual  additional  costs  for  hospital 
cases  as  well  as  the  increased  rates  for  such  essential  serv¬ 
ices.  Had  we  not  been  obliged  to  pay  over  $3,000  in  hospital 
cases  we  could  have  reported  not  only  the  largest  number  of 
applicants  but  we  could  have  also  reported  a  reduced  budget. 
However,  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of  this  Department 
never  to  balance  life  and  death  with  dollars  and  cents  and 
we  are  sure  you  would  not  have  it  otherwise. 

Many  veterans  and  their  dependents  are  so  uncertain  as 
to  their  benefits  under  Chapter  115  which  was  amended  in 
1946  that  we  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  General  Law  which 
eliminated  all  State  Aid  and  Military  Aid  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  Chapter  584  Acts  of  1946: 

A — Eligibilty  for  Veterans’  Benefits  is  based  on  the  Serv¬ 
ice  of  the  Veteran — and  there  must  be  NEED. 

B — The  Veteran  need  not  have  served  to  the  credit  of  the 
Commonwealth,  but  he  or  she  must  have  an  honorable  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  last  wartime  enlistment  and  have  a  legal 
settlement  in  the  State.  Veterans’  Benefits  can  also  be  paid 
to  a  veteran  or  dependent  if  there  is  no  settlement,  but  have 
resided  in  the  Commonwealth  continuously  for  three  years 
prior  to  filing  application.  These  benefits  shall  be  paid  100% 
by  the  State. 

C— Those  eligible  to  receive  Veterans’  Benefits  are:  Any 
person  male  or  female,  including  a  nurse,  whose  discharge 
from  last  wartime  service  was  other  than  dishonorable,  or 
who  died  during  such  service  under  circumstances  other  than 
dishonorable  and  who  served  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Coast  Guard 
or  Marine  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  during  war  time,  and  any  de¬ 
pendent  of  a  veteran  who  comes  under  the  above  mentioned 
definition.  (Chapter  627  Acts  of  1954  requires  90  days  service 
for  WW  II  and  Korean  veterans  to  qualify.) 
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D — Dependents:  The  wife,  widow,  child,  mother  or  fa¬ 
ther  of  a  veteran,  as  hereinafter  defined;  provided  that  no 
child  of  a  veteran  who  is  more  than  18  years  of  age  shall  be 
deemed  a  dependent,  unless  such  child  is  attending  school 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  a  regulation  high  school  course 
or  its  equivalent. 

E — The  amounts  paid  to  the  applicants  are  governed  by 
a  budget  set  up  by  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans’  Services, 
State  House,  Boston,  Mass. 

War  Allowance  is  paid  to  a  dependent  parent  of  a  Kor¬ 
ean  service  man  and  the  State  will  pay  in  full  up  to  and  in¬ 
cluding  $50  per  month  while  the  veteran  is  in  service.  There 
is  one  case  in  Harwich  which  is  among  only  12  cases  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  State  is  refunding  the  Town  in  full 
for  this  worthy  case. 

Burial  allowances  are  also  allowed  by  the  State  in  cases 
of  NEED  because  by  law  no  veteran  can  be  buried  in  a  pau¬ 
per’s  grave.  Harwich  had  two  such  cases  in  1955  and  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  reimbursed  the  Town  y2  in  each  case  approving 
an  allowance  of  $150  in  each  instance. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  are  broken  down  as  follows: 
For  OB  (ordidnary  benefits)  $6360;  Hospital  and  Medical 
$3243;  Food  and  Fuel  $1527;  Burials  $300;  and  War  Allow¬ 
ance  $540;  all  of  which  went  for  the  direct  benefit  of  the  vet¬ 
eran  and  his  dependents,  as  authorized  by  the  State.  Ad¬ 
ministrative  costs  include:  Salary  of  agent  $1700;  Travel  and 
investigations  $966;  Telephone  $284;  Office  supplies  and 
Misc.  $66.  With  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
their  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  circumstances  sur¬ 
rounding  these  emergencies,  the  Department  was  able  to 
complete  the  year  on  a  budget  of  $15,000  and  we  thank  these 
public  spirited  and  patriotic  citizens  on  behalf  of  the  vet¬ 
erans  of  Harwich  for  their  total  cooperation.  We  recommend 
the  same  budget  of  $15,000  for  1956  and  feel  that  amount 
will  adequately  alleviate  all  present  and  potential  cases 
among  Harwich  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

Before  concluding  this  report  we  would  be  ungrateful  if 
we  did  not  mention  the  unusual  cooperation  received  from 
Miss  Crory  and  the  American  Red  Cross.  Also  we  want  to 
thank  that  friendly  service  and  advice  so  freely  given  by  Mr. 
George  Marble  of  the  Cape  Cod  5c  Savings  Bank  and  to  Rep. 
Oscar  Cahoon  for  his  assistance  in  obtaining  work  for  many 
needy  veterans  on  the  State  highway. 

As  usual  we  have  had  the  sympathetic  and  understand¬ 
ing  advice  and  cooperation  of  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  and  the 
State  investigators,  Frank  Devlin  in  particular,  have  given 
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their  prompt  approval  in  all  cases,  and  NONE  have  been  re¬ 
jected  after  receiving  our  approval. 

Finally  we  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
Welfare  Department  and  all  Town  officials  in  the  conduct  of 
this  office.  And,  of  course,  a  final  salute  to  the  veterans 
themselves.  They  have  been  unselfish  in  their  attitude  and 
gratefully  appreciate  the  benefits  granted  them  by  a  gener¬ 
ous  and  patriotic  Commonwealth  and  community,  and  also 
realize  that  they  are  tax  payers.  May  1956  be  another  year 
of  PEACE  and  may  Harwich  veterans  continue  to  utilize  the 
facilities  of  this  office  which  is  always  open  for  the  allevia¬ 
tion  of  any  emergency  by  calling  Harwich  390.  It  is  a  pleas¬ 
ure  to  serve  the  grandest  group  of  Americans  in  the  world  .  .  . 
the  veterans  of  ALL  wars.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and  Citizens 

of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1955. 

Civil  defense  can  be  defined  as  the  protection  of  the 
home  front  by  civilians  acting  under  civil  authority  to  mini¬ 
mize  casualties  and  damage  and  preserve  maximum  civilian 
support  in  time  of  emergency. 

Civil  Defense  rests  upon  the  principle  of  self-protection 
by  the  individual,  extended  to  include  mutual  self-protection 
on  the  part  of  groups  and  communities.  Manned  largely  by 
unpaid  part-time  volunteer  workers,  each  service  will  work 
in  cooperation  with  the  others  for  the  common  good. 

The  basic  operating  responsibility  for  civil  defense  is  in 
the  individual  and  his  local  town  government.  The  individual, 
given  all  the  training  possible,  does  what  he  can  for  himself 
in  an  emergency.  The  family  unit,  similarly  trained,  attacks 
its  own  problems  while  also  contributing  to  the  organized 
community  effort.  The  community’s  civil  defense  organiz¬ 
ation  works  to  meet  its  own  crisis,  receiving  outside  help  if 
its  facilities  are  inadequate,  or  contributing  support  to  neigh¬ 
boring  communities.  In  order  to  help  communities  carry  out 
their  responsibility,  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  con¬ 
tribute  assistance  in  over-all  planning,  and  resources. 

Every  person  and  every  community  has  a  part  to  play  in 
the  Civil  Defense  program.  Remoteness  from  places  consid¬ 
ered  probable  targets  does  not  exempt  any  community  from 
playing  its  part  in  the  over-all  program,  since  evacuee  recep¬ 
tion  and  care  must  be  planned,  and  a  support  program 
organized. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable  County  Identification 
Officer’s,  all  of  the  school  children  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
were  classified  by  means  of  finger-printing.  This  classification 
will  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Bureau  of  Identification,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.,  to  be  used  in  case  an  emergency  may  arise. 

The  several  state  meetings  were  attended  by  your  Direc¬ 
tor  and  at  least  one  or  more  representatives  from  your  town. 

The  purchase  of  Communications  equipment  and  three 
auxiliary  gas  power  plants  was  made  taking  advantage  of  the 
Federal  Matching  Funds  which  returned  one-half  the  cost 
to  the  Town. 
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Our  Civil  Defense  Organization  was  alerted  four  times  in 
the  year  1955.  Two  alerts  stemming  from  the  threats  of  Hur¬ 
ricanes  “Connie”  and  “Diane”.  Both  were  very  severe  storms, 
but  fortunately  caused  only  slight  damage  to  this  area.  On 
August  20,  1955,  President  Eisenhower  declared  Massachu¬ 
setts  a  disaster  area.  Central  and  Western  Massachusetts 
received  the  devastating  effect  of  these  storms.  On  August 
25,  1955,  Governor  Herter  proclaimed  a  state  of  emergency 
in  the  entire  Commonwealth.  Civil  Defense  Organizations 
played  an  important  part  in  these  emergencies. 

Two  practice  alerts,  Operation  “Alert”  and  Operation 
“Mayflower”  were  exercised  in  which  the  public  did  not  par¬ 
ticipate. 

The  “RACES”  program,  (Radio  Amateur  Civil  Emergency 
Service)  was  applied  for  in  1955  by  the  Town’s  Radio  Officer, 
William  Williams.  The  program  was  approved  by  the  State. 
Harwich  is  the  first  town  to  complete  the  program  on  the 
Cape.  In  a  National  emergency,  normal  amateur  radio  sta¬ 
tions  will  not  be  permitted  to  operate.  It  is  therefore  essential 
the  “RACES”  program  be  in  effect,  which  permits  operation 
under  these  conditions.  In  1956  we  hope  to  increase  our  com¬ 
munications  system  to  prevent  “Jamming”  the  Police  and  Fire 
frequencies  in  time  of  emergency. 

The  Alarm  system  for  the  Town  is  transmitted  to  the 
public  by  means  of  sirens.  Most  sections  of  the  Town  are  con¬ 
trolled  by  T  &  T  relays  Automatically  from  Fire  Headquarters. 
The  remaining  alarms  are  controlled  manually.  The  “ALERT” 
signal  is  given  on  the  sirens  for  three  to  five  minutes  dur¬ 
ation.  The  “TAKE  COVER”  signal  is  three  minutes  duration. 
The  “ALL  CLEAR”  signal  will  be  given  by  the  local  Civil  De¬ 
fense  or  by  the  “CONELRAD”  radio  system. 

The  Ground  Observer  Corps,  under  the  supervision  of 
Roger  Munsey,  has  done  a  fine  job  again  this  year.  The  sea 
scouts  manned  the  GOC  tower  in  the  Exchange  building  and 
were  presented  awards  by  the  U.  S.  Airforce  at  a  recent  Civil 
Defense  GOC  meeting  in  Harwich. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  all  members  of  the  Civil 
Defense  team  in  Harwich  and  all  the  Departments  for  their 
Cooperation  in  1955.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  is  finding  that  the  Land  Surveyors 
and  Engineers  working  on  sub-divisions  of  land  in  Harwich, 
are  now  more  and  more  contacting  the  Chairman  of  the 
Planning  Board  to  review  their  preliminary  lay-outs,  and 
when  necessary  visit  the  location  with  them,  so  that  when 
the  time  is  set  for  hearings,  completed  lay-out  plans  can  be 
reviewed  and  cleared  promptly.  During  the  year  ten  of 
these  sub-division  hearings  were  held,  and  all  plans  found 
satisfactory  for  approval.  In  addition  19  (nineteen)  plans 
were  reviewed  which  did  not  require  hearings,  but  require 
signature  by  the  Planning  Board  for  filing  at  Registry  of 
Deeds  Office  in  Barnstable.  Three  other  plans  previously  ap¬ 
proved,  but  not  filed  within  the  six  (6)  months  required  pe¬ 
riod,  had  to  be  certified  for  no  change,  and  signed  again. 
(Note:  The  Planning  Board  would  like  to  urge  that  all  ap¬ 
proved  sub-division  plans  be  filed  promptly  to  eliminate  any 
difficulty  when  any  portion  of  the  property  is  sold.) 

Preliminary  work  has  been  done  on  four  (4)  other  sub¬ 
divisions  which  are  still  under  survey  for  completed  plans. 
Short  business  sessions  have  been  held  after  each  hearing,  to 
save  time  and  the  calling  of  special  meetings. 

The  Planning  Board  was  represented  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards, 
held  at  Salem,  November  4th  and  5th,  also  at  two  hearings  on 
Senate  Bill  365,  which  has  become  the  Regional  Planning- 
District  Act,  made  effective  May  19th,  1955. 

The  Planning  Board  has  followed  carefully  the  progress 
of  this  Regional  Planning  District  Act,  realizing  how  badly 
the  Cape  needs  a  master  Plan  for  long  range  planning  over 
its  entire  area,  that  we  as  individual  towns  can  work  and 
plan  for,  particularly  as  our  problems  are  much  the  same  in 
each  of  the  fifteen  towns.  It  was  hoped  this  Act  could  have 
been  effected  in  time  to  get  the  District  plans  under  way 
this  year,  and  it  was  on  this  basis  that  the  Board’s  appropria¬ 
tion  for  this  year  was  asked  for  and  approved,  but  not  being- 
used,  is  returned  to  the  Town,  and  for  1956  an  Article  in  the 
Town  Warrant  is  being  inserted,  asking  for  a  maximum  of 
$900.00  as  our  Town’s  proportion.  It  was  voted  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  June  to  become  a  member  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Planning  District  if  and  when  it  is  formed.  All  Cape 
Cod  Towns  have  had  this  matter  before  them,  either  by  their 
Planning  Boards  or  Selectmen,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
approved  at  all  coming  Town  Meetings. 
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The  Planning  Board  still  has  before  them  for  study  the 
problem  of  Town  Cemeteries  also  a  continued  study  of  the 
new  exit  roads  from  the  Mid-Cape  Highway  to  Routes  24  and 
137. 

The  Planning  Board  appreciates  the  fine  co-operation 
we  have  had  during  the  year  from  our  Selectmen,  also  from 
the  Surveyors  and  Builders,  who  are  now  following  care¬ 
fully  our  Rules  and  Regulations.  Only  occasional  trouble  oc¬ 
curs  from  an  out-of-town  builder  who  hurries  construction 
before  carefully  checking  our  Town  Rules.

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Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Harwich  Playground  and 
Recreation  Commission  is  presented  to  the  townspeople  with 
a  pardonable  amount  of  pride,  in  a  brief  twelve  months  re¬ 
view  of  events. 

To  refresh  the  memories  of  those  who  already  know, 
and  by  way  of  explanation  to  our  newcomers — the  duties  of 
the  Commission  are  three-fold.  First,  we  provide  the  facili¬ 
ties  for  recreational  activities  for  all  people  in  Harwich.  Sec¬ 
ond,  we  initiate  one  or  more  new  activities  each  year,  or 
give  financial  assistance  where  needed.  Our  third  respons¬ 
ibility  consists  of  overall  and  long  range  planning  for  the 
future. 

On  January  10,  1955,  a  long-range  tentative  plan,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  National  Recreation  Association,  covering  the 
newly  acquired  recreation  area,  was  presented  to  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  various  town  departments.  Many  helpful  sug¬ 
gestions  were  offered  by  those  present. 

The  Summer  Program,  in  charge  of  Barbara  Ford,  was 
enlarged  to  included  not  only  the  playschool  and  athletic  in¬ 
struction  program,  but  also  embraced  the  Theatre  Workshop. 
The  Playschool,  conducted  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  included 
outdoor  activities  as  well  as  craftwork  and  creative  art.  As 
usual  our  Athletic  Program,  under  Dave  Bailey,  enjoyed  in¬ 
creasing  popularity  with  145  in  the  swimming  classes;  53  in 
baseball;  51  in  tennis  and  30  in  golf. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Kay  Per¬ 
isho  for  the  Theatre  Workshop,  who  instructed  the  girls  and 
boys  most  ably,  in  construction  and  painting  of  scenery,  stage 
lighting  and  stage  crew  work. 

Among  the  many  and  varied  activities  held  in  the  Rec¬ 
reation  Building  are  the  Brownies  and  Cubs;  Girl  Scouts  and 
the  Sea  Scout  Ship,  Satucket,  No.  76;  Square  Dance  Classes; 
Fish  and  Game  and  branch  meetings  of  the  Harwich  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  We  were  also  happy  to  offer  temporary  hous¬ 
ing  to  the  Harwich  American  Legion.  Rooms  have  served 
church  activities,  Glee  Club  and  the  planning  committee  of 
the  Elbow  District,  Cape  Cod  Council  Boy  Scouts. 

Arts  and  Crafts  classes  and  the  Great  Books  Discussion 
Group  have  met  at  regular  intervals.  Several  classes  ini¬ 
tiated  by  the  Council  and  carried  on  successfully  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  are  now  continued  in  the  studios  of  the  artists 
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and  craftsmen.  Well  attended  by  residents  and  summer  vis¬ 
itors  was  the  two-day  Hooked  Rug  Exhibit  held  last  July. 
All  of  the  rugs  shown  were  created  by  Ruth  Nickerson  and 
her  apt  pupils. 

The  Harwich  Chess  Club  was  organized  several  years 
ago  by  C.  Edward  Arzt  with  six  members,  later  sponsored  by 
the  Council.  Come  rain,  hail  or  snow,  led  by  the  original  six, 
fourteen  ardent  players  from  the  mid-Cape  area,  now  meet 
weekly  to  trap  the  elusive  king.  Inter-club  meets,  Cape  Cod 
Championship  and  Island  tournaments  are  scheduled  an¬ 
nually,  with  Harwich  well  in  the  lead. 

The  Saturday  morning  Hammer  and  Nails  Club  meets 
under  the  able  tutelage  of  Walter  Snow.  Walter  helps  the 
boys  to  read  model  plans,  instructs  them  in  tool  use,  guides 
to  completion  their  woodworking  projects  and  supplies  ideas 
for  those  who  are  lacking. 

The  rough  grading  has  been  completed  on  the  area,  north 
of  Brooks  Park,  designated  as  the  new  Little  League  Field. 

The  Commission  has  provided  a  Ping-Pong  table.  Any 
group  desiring  to  arrange  a  tournament  may  contact  Walter 
Snow  for  the  schedule. 

A  signal  honor  came  to  Harwich  when  its  Recreation 
Centre  was  chosen  as  one  of  two  in  the  country  to  be  fea¬ 
tured  in  the  first  brochure  of  the  Rural  Research  Institute, 
500  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York.  Entitled,  “TWO  SELF-SUPPORT¬ 
ING  RURAL  COMMUNITY  CENTERS”,  the  booklet  with  wide 
national  distribution,  depicts  the  scope  of  activities  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Commission. 

Our  unique  community  project,  the  successful  Harwich 
Junior  Theatre  and  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  U.S.A.  caused 
the  Rural  Research  Institute  to  turn  its  focal  eye  on  Har¬ 
wich.  Although  the  theatre,  entirely  self-supporting  and 
non-profit,  has  no  advertising  budget,  it  has  received  ex¬ 
cellent  press  and  radio  notices  in  cities  far  and  wide.  Not 
only  has  this  theatre  literally  put  Harwich  on  the  national 
map  but  has  been  instrumental  in  drawing  the  family-public 
to  and  increasing  the  popularity  of  Harwich.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


The  Park  Department  has  noted  an  increased  use  this 
year  of  Brooks  Park  as  a  picnic  and  recreational  area.  More 
tables  for  picnicers  and  more  benches  for  band  concerts 
were  added  to  those  already  in  use.  The  tennis  court  was  in 
continuous  use  during  the  summer  with  people  waiting  a 
good  share  of  the  time.  The  need  for  another  is  very  acute 
at  this  time.  Some  thought  has  been  given  to  starting  an 
archery  range  adjacent  to  the  tennis  court,  in  the  cleared 
area.  Water  has  been  piped  in  to  the  corner  of  the  tennis 
court  thus  facilitating  the  flooding  of  the  court  in  cold 
weather  for  skating.  During  the  month  of  January  this  year 
and  this  past  month  of  December  there  has  been  continu¬ 
ous  safe  skating.  The  Women’s  Club  has  cooperated  by  hav¬ 
ing  temporary  lights  installed  for  night  skating.  They  have 
also  run  a  skate  bank  for  those  who  did  not  have  skates.  As 
many  as  fifty  have  been  counted  skating  here  at  one  time. 
The  Park  Department  plan  to  have  a  second  area  ready  next 
year  for  the  older  ones. 

The  Department  ran  into  difficulty  in  the  letting  of  the 
contract  for  the  building  of  the  tool  house  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  work  could  not  be  done  for  the  amount  appropriated 
and  the  fact  that  toilets  were  not  included  in  the  writing  of 
the  original  article.  The  Department  has  therefor  included  an 
article  in  the  warrant  to  take  care  of  this  and  will  let  the  con¬ 
tract  immediately  after  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Water  bub¬ 
blers  will  be  installed  at  this  tool  house  and  at  the  tennis 
court. 

Swings  are  planned  for  the  area  in  back  of  the  bleach¬ 
ers.  Water  has  been  extended  to  the  vicinity  of  the  flagpole 
thus  giving  us  a  wider  coverage  in  time  of  drought  and  a 
larger  quantity.  The  trees  inside  Brooks  Park  were  pruned 
by  the  Mass.  Tree  Expert  Co.  during  the  summer.  The  area 
adjacent  to  the  Tennis  court  was  regraded  with  a  bulldozer. 
Many  youth  groups  and  organizations  have  made  use  of 
Brooks  Park  this  year. 

The  front  area  of  the  Schoolhouse  Parking  lot  in  Har- 
wichport  has  been  cleaned,  regraded,  and  curbing  erected. 
The  roses  were  pruned  and  some  shrubs  moved  from  Brooks 
Park  to  the  border  along  with  several  hundred  spring  bulbs. 
Some  of  the  people  think  the  rest  of  the  parking  lot  should 
be  cleared  and  used.  The  department  has  inserted  an  article 
in  the  warrant  for  consideration.

Two  thousand  spring  bulbs  have  been  distributed  around 
the  twelve  Memorial  squares.  The  North  Harwich  square  will 
be  seeded  and  planted  this  year.  The  Department  would  like 
to  thank  the  other  Town  Departments,  organizations,  and 
townspeople  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  and  hope  to 
receive  the  same  in  the  future.

Engineers  and  Surveyors  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Harwich,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

ASSESSORS’  MAPS 

This  year  the  Assessors’  maps  have  been  extended  into 
the  outlying  areas  of  the  Town.  Sheets  have  been  plotted 
but  not  completed  of  all  the  area  adjoining  the  Mid  Cape 
Highway  (Route  #6),  to  take  advantage  of  the  title  work 
done  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Highway  Department.  Up  to 
date  seventy  (70)  sheets  have  been  plotted  out  of  a  total  of 
one  hundred  and  nineteen  (119)  sheets  that  it  will  take  to 
plot  the  entire  town. 

ROADS— COUNTY  WAYS 

Plans  have  been  made  for  widening  and  altering  three 
County  Roads;  Uncle  Venies  Road,  South  Harwich;  Depot 
Road,  South  Harwich  and  Lower  County  Road  in  Harwich 
Port  at  Allen’s  Harbor  for  the  bridge  that  is  to  be  constructed 
across  the  creek. 

ROADS— TOWN  WAYS 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  plans  were  completed 
and  the  descriptions  written  for  the  Roads  that  were  taken 
at  the  1955  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  taking  of  four  roads  as 
Town  Ways  in  the  year  of  1956.  Elwood  Road,  Clifford  Road 
and  Sunset  Road  in  West  Harwich  and  Grassy  Pond  Road  in 
Harwich  Port. 

TOWN  LAND— WATER  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  the  side  lines  were  cut 
and  the  plan  was  filed  for  the  taking  of  the  Well  Field  ad¬ 
joining  the  Chatham  Road. 

This  year  plans  have  been  made  for  the  taking  of  two 
(2)  parcels  of  land  for  the  Water  Department: 

1.  A  strip  100  feet  wide  leading  from  Route  #39  southerly 
to  the  northwesterly  corner  of  the  Well  Field  taken  last  year.

1  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  remind  you  of  the  re¬ 
quired  and  necessary  work  we  have  to  do  daily  throughout 
the  year  in  order  to  keep  the  streets  in  good  condition.

A  new  truck  and  snow  plow  was  added  to  our  department 
last  year  and  these  have  been  most  useful.

The  department  was  faced  with  about  the  same  amount 
of  activity  as  usual,  pruning  and  fertilizing  all  the  small  trees 
along  with  many  of  the  older  ones. 

Six  large  dead  silver  leaf  trees  and  three  dead  pine  trees 
created  a  traffic  hazard  and  had  to  be  taken  down. 

Forty-nine  new  trees  were  planted  this  year,  and  many 
of  these  were  set  out  near  the  Elementary  School  on  South 
street.  There  is  a  road  layout  of  fifty  feet  near  the  school, 
and  this  gives  the  trees  plenty  of  room  and  still  remain  on 
town  property.  Some  good  size  Spruce  were  planted  near  the 
North  and  East  Harwich  cemeteries.  I  do  hope  these  three 
projects  can  be  continued  in  the  Spring  as  there  is  plenty  of 
room  in  each  location  and  fairly  good  soil.

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Report  of  the  Moth  Department 


The  department  had  a  very  busy  year.  This  was  due 
mostly  to  the  county  wide  aerial  spraying  program  carried 
out  by  the  State  Department  of  Natural  Resources  against 
the  Pine  Looper,  in  which  the  different  towns  on  the  Cape 
had  to  do  all  the  ground  work.  This  work  consists  of  cov¬ 
ering  all  gold  fish  pools  and  looking  after  the  glass  plates 
to  check  the  spray  coverage.  The  results  were  very  good. 

Thirty-five  traps  were  set  and  maintained  as  usual  dur¬ 
ing  July  and  August.  No  millers  were  caught. 

The  Tent  Caterpillar  and  most  all  of  the  leaf  eating 
insects  remain  about  the  same.  Oak  worms  and  Pine  Tip 
worms  are  on  the  increase  and  these  will  have  to  be  sprayed 
along  the  roadsides  this  coming  year;  providing  money  is 
appropriated  for  this  work. 

There  were  six  dead  elm  trees  taken  down.  Samples  were 
taken  and  sent  in  to  Amherst  but  the  reports  back  said  there 
were  no  signs  of  the  dreaded  Dutch  Elm  Disease.

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Report  on  the  Supervision  of  Herring 


Under  Article  9  of  the  1955  Town  Warrant  it  was  voted 
that  the  Selectmen  take  over  control  of  the  herring  fisheries 
in  the  Town  of  Harwich.  A  hearing  was  held  on  this  the  last 
of  April,  and  jurisdiction  was  given  to  the  Selectmen  by  the 
State. 

Improvements  have  been  made  at  the  seining  pool  and 
further  improvements  are  contemplated  this  year  at  the  pool 
and  at  a  few  necessary  places  in  the  upper  part  of  Herring 
River. 

The  herring  run  in  cycles  of  three  years.  In  1955  there 
was  not  as  heavy  a  run  as  there  was  in  1954,  but  there  was 
still  plenty  of  herring.  We  do  not  think  that  the  herring 
rights  should  ever  be  sold,  but  that  the  run  of  herring  should 
be  preserved  for  our  Town  both  as  a  conservation  and  tradi¬ 
tional  measure. 

The  following  is  an  ordinance  governing  the  taking  of 
herring: 

A.  This  by-law  shall  be  in  effect  only  during  the  year  in 

which  the  herring  rights  are  not  sold. 

1.  Herring  shall  be  taken  from  the  Town  Pool  only. 

2.  The  taking  of  herring  shall  be  restricted  to  residents 
of  the  town  only. 

3.  Herring  shall  be  taken  by  dipnet  only,  the  use  of  all 
seines  being  excluded  except  under  the  personal  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Shellfish  Constable. 

4.  The  taking  of  Herring  shall  be  on  Fridays,  Saturdays 
and  Sundays  and  during  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  to  7:00 
p.m. 

5.  Takings  shall  be  limited  to  one  bushel  per  person  per 
day. 

6.  The  throwing  of  rocks,  cans  or  other  debris  in  the 
seining  pool  is  prohibited.  Removal  of  screens  by 
other  than  authorized  persons  is  also  prohibited. 

7.  Violation  of  any  of  the  above  provisions  shall  be  pun¬ 
ishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Constable 


Areas  planted  this  year  were  Allen  Harbor,  Round  Cove 
and  Wychmere  Harbor;  all  with  mixed  quahaugs.  Round 
Cove  is  open  at  present  and  will  be  kept  open  until  March  18, 
1956,  on  Sundays  only.  There  are  plenty  of  oysters  and  qua¬ 
haugs  there  at  the  present  time. 

Allen  Harbor,  which  was  planted  on  the  East  side,  will 
be  opened  on  March  25,  1956,  on  Sundays  only  for  oysters 
and  quahaugs.  We  have  planted  160  bushels  of  quahaugs 
there  and  they  are  in  excellent  condition. 

There  have  been  no  clam  areas  open  this  winter  due  to 
the  large  set  of  clam  spat.  Digging  this  year  would  be  harm¬ 
ful  to  our  overall  clam  population. 

The  scallop  season  this  year  was  a  little  better  than  in 
1954,  and  will  be  a  little  better  in  1956  than  it  was  this  year. 

There  is  an  excellent  set  of  oyster  spat  in  nearly  all  of 
the  oyster  areas.  Pleasant  Bay  and  Allen  Harbor  has  a  good 
set  of  quahaug  spat. 

There  were  plenty  of  shellfish  this  year  for  everyone  who 
went  after  them,  and  they  will  be  just  as  plentiful  in  1956. 
Shellfishing  is  a  good  way  to  supplement  your  budget,  and 
enjoy  some  good  healthy  recreation  at  the  same  time. 

Again  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for  your  cooperation 
along  the  shores.  I  believe  everyone  realizes  today  the  im¬ 
portance  of  our  shellfish  rules  and  regulations.  Without  these 
rules  and  regulations  our  shellfish  would  soon  disappear.

Report  of  Committee  on  Town  Manager  Form 
of  Government  to  the  Voters  of 
the  Town  of  Harwich 

The  committeee  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  1955  Town  Meeting  requests 
that  it  be  granted  further  time  in  which  to  pursue  its  studies 
and  to  arrive  at  its  recommendations. 

During  the  past  year  members  of  the  committee  have 
written  a  series  of  preliminary  reports  which  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  three  local  newspapers  intended  to  acquaint 
the  public  with  the  progress  of  the  studies  and  to  arouse 
general  interest;  also,  to  acquaint  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Assessors,  and  other  elected  and  appointed 

Town  employees  with  specific  items  which  some  of  the  voters 
feel  have  not  been  handled  as  efficiently  and  economically 
as  they  have  a  right  to  expect. 

Your  committee  feels  that  there  is  room  for  improve¬ 
ments,  and  that  there  may  be  definite  evidences  of  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  1956  administration  of  the  Town  affairs,  but  the 
committee  will  need  another  year  in  which  to  carefully  and 
fairly  arrive  at  its  conclusions  and  to  make  proper  recom¬ 
mendations  for  consideration  and  action  at  the  1957  Town 
Meeting.

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Report  of  the 

Town  Dump  Study  Committee 


The  Committee  which  was  appointed  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  on  Article  69  of  the  annual  meeting  in  February, 
1955,  viz.,  “to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  relocating  the 
present  town  dump”  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
matter  and  herewith  submit  its  report. 

The  original  petition  submitted  for  inclusion  in  the  Town 
Warrant,  gave  no  reason  whatever  for  the  request  and  we 
cannot  find  that  any  complaint  in  reference  to  present 
location  has  been  registered  in  the  Selectmen’s  office. 

A  statement  was  made  by  some  one  to  the  effect  that 
seepage  from  the  dump  had  polluted  the  waters  of  Herring 
River  but  a  test  of  the  waters  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore  (County 
Health  Officer)  showed  no  evidence  of  pollution. 

A  line  drawn  east  and  west  through  the  present  location, 
shows  that  the  only  direction  the  dump  could  move  would 
be  north  of  this  line  which  would  place  it  in  the  area  of 
North  Harwich,  Pleasant  Lake  and  East  Harwich  and  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  these  areas  shows  no  depressions  or  valleys  suit¬ 
able  for  waste  disposal  and  if  located  anywhere  in  this  area 
large  sections  of  territory  would  have  to  be  de-forested  and 
grubed  off,  and  access  roads  built,  all  of  which  would  entail 
a  large  expenditure  of  money  which,  in  our  opinion,  would 
not  be  warranted  and  in  addition  would  be  much  too  far 
away  from  the  center  of  population. 

We,  therefor,  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  whole 
proposition  is  neither  warranted,  practical  nor  economical 
and  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken. 

Care  and  Maintenance  of  the  Present  Dump 

While  perhaps  not  part  of  our  assignment,  our  investi¬ 
gations  have  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  much  to 
be  desired  in  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  present  dump  and 
we  therefore  present  the  following  suggestions  for  improving 
present  conditions. 

Whether  or  not  the  care  of  the  dump  should  be  let  out 
by  contract  may  be  open  to  question  but  we  believe  that  a 
caretaker  should  be  on  duty  eight  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week;  he  should  be  an  intelligent,  able-bodied  man  with 
authority  to  enforce  all  regulations  for  operation  of  the  dump 
promulgated  by  the  Selectmen. 
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The  Selectmen  should  prepare  a  set  of  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  regarding  the  operations  not  only  at  the  dump  but 
also  pertaining  to  the  transporting  of  all  waste  material 
through  the  streets  of  the  Town. 

All  bulky,  incombustible  material  that  will  not  readily 
assimilate  as  fill  should  be  prohibited.  (This  has  reference 
at  the  present  to  automobile  bodies  and  trunks  of  trees  with 
roots)  unless  a  permit  has  been  obtained  from  the  Selectmen. 

These  are  only  a  few  suggestions  that  occur  to  us  in  our 
investigations  and  we  suggest  that  the  Selectmen,  assisted 
by  three  or  four  civic  minded  citizens,  draw  up  a  full  set  of 
regulations  covering  the  entire  matter. 

The  rubbish  on  the  east  side  of  Lothrop  Ave.  opposite 
the  dump  should  be  cleaned  up  at  once. 

The  following  suggestions  we  consider  important  but  as 
they  entail  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  would  have  to 
be  approved  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

1.  A  suitable  building  should  be  provided  for  the  caretaker, 
approximately  fifteen  feet  square  for  an  office,  with  a 
lavatory  and  running  water,  and  a  storage  room  for  ne¬ 
cessary  tools.  This  building  to  be  heated  during  cold 
weather. 

2.  A  substantial  wire  link  fence  eight  feet  high  to  be  erected 
along  the  dump  area  bordering  Lothrop  Avenue. 

3.  A  row  of  hardy,  quick  growing  shrubs  such  as  privet  or 
forsythia  to  be  planted  on  the  outside  of  the  fence  along 
Lothrop  Avenue  to  eventually  screen  the  dump. 

Estimates  of  the  cost  of  these  improvements  should  be 
obtained  to  be  included  in  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
next  annual  town  meeting.

Substantial  gains  in  circulation  have  been  made  in  1955, 
with  phonograph  record  distribution  increasing  over  100%.  A 
particularly  popular  spot  has  been  the  Fine  Arts  Alcove  which 
contains  not  only  an  excellent  selection  of  recordings,  but 
some  fine  books  on  music,  dancing,  sculpture  and  painting. 
In  addition,  we  have  been  given  the  complete  scores  of  sev¬ 
eral  operas. 

Deposits  of  books  in  each  room  of  the  Elementary  School 
have  been  made  monthly.  This  practice  continues  to  build 
up  interest  in  the  Library  among  the  youngsters.  Classes  from 
the  6th  and  7th  grades  have  arrived  weekly  at  the  Library 
for  instruction,  reference  work,  and  general  browsing. 

We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  this  past  year  in 
being  the  recipient  of  many  lovely  gift  books.  These  do¬ 
nations  include  beautiful  new  editions  of  old  and  beloved 
classics,  books  published  in  England,  and  much  non-fiction 
which  has  helped  to  round  out  our  sections  on  economics, 
foreign  languages,  philosophy,  and  psychology.  Through  the 
kindness  of  the  Harwich  Junior  Theatre  we  have  an  interest¬ 
ing  collection  of  plays  for  children. 

It  is  ever  a  pleasure  to  serve  such  enthusiastic  patrons, 
and  Harwich  may  well  be  proud  that  it  is  a  “reading”  town.

Brooks  Free  Library 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fluoridation 
Of  the  Harwich  Water  Supply 


To  the  Board  of  Health 
Harwich,  Massachusetts 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  you  as  authorized  by 
a  vote  on  Article  64  adopted  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting 
February  16,  1955.  We  were  directed  to  investigate  the  merits 
of  fluoridation  of  the  Harwich  Town  Water  Supply. 

We  have  looked  into  the  historical  aspects  of  this  pro¬ 
posal.  The  subject  has  been  under  investigation  since  before 
the  beginning  of  this  century  and  water  supplies  have  been 
found  in  this  country  which  contain  as  high  as  eight  (8) 
parts  per  million  (P.P.M.)  of  natural  fluorine.  Commencing 
in  1945,  seven  cities  in  the  United  States  have  added  fluorine 
salts  to  their  public  water  supplies  to  bring  the  fluorine  con¬ 
tent  up  to  approximately  one  (1)  P.P.M.  This  was  on  an  ex¬ 
perimental  basis.  We  have  examined  the  records  on  dental 
decay  among  the  school  children  in  one  of  these  cities  (  New¬ 
burgh,  N.  Y.)  after  ten  years  experience  of  fluoridation. 

We  have  investigated  dental  records  of  the  Harwich 
School  children  and  have  noted  the  high  rate  of  dental  caries 
they  have  experienced.  It  is  estimated  that  by  the  time  the 
average  child  has  reached  the  age  of  16  years,  repair  of 
dental  decay  will  have  cost  at  least  $150.00  or  approximately 
$10.00  per  year.  We  note  that  the  Town  of  Harwich  is  cur¬ 
rently  spending  approximately  $1,500.00  per  year  on  dental 
clinics. 

We  have  reliable  information  that  over  three  million 
(3,000,000)  people  in  the  United  States  have  all  their  lives 
used  water  which  contains  more  than  one  P.P.M.  of  fluorine. 
In  addition,  at  the  present  time  more  than  twenty  million 
(20,000,000)  people  in  over  eleven  hundred  (1100)  commun¬ 
ities  are  now  using  fluoridated  water. 

We  have  recognized  the  controversial  aspects  of  this  sub¬ 
ject  and  have  considered  the  scientific  standing  of  organiz¬ 
ations  favoring  fluoridation  as  well  as  that  of  several  op¬ 
ponents.  We  have  investigated  the  legal  aspects  and  have 
noted  favoiable  action  by  the  Supreme  Courts  in  California, 
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Louisiana  and  Oklahoma.  We  have  also  noted  the  fact  that 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  refused  to  review  the 
above  mentioned  favorable  findings. 

We  have  investigated  the  cost  of  installation  of  proper 
equipment  for  fluoridation  of  the  water  in  the  Town.  The 
amount  of  fluoridation  in  the  water  supply  in  the  Town  of 
Harwich  is  found  to  be  about  one-tenth  (1/10)  P.P.M. 

SUMMARY  AND  FINDINGS 

1.  The  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  as  a  public 
health  measure  has  been  as  thoroughly  investigated  as  any 
public  health  measure  ever  proposed. 

2.  The  overwhelming  weight  of  dental,  medical  and 
other  scientific  opinion  in  the  United  States  confirms  fluor¬ 
idation  of  public  water  supplies  as  a  safe  and  economic  way 
of  reducing  dental  caries  by  at  least  one  half. 

3.  The  committee  has  found  no  competent  evidence  in 
conflict  with  this  overwhelming  weight  of  scientific  opinion. 

4.  We  estimate  that  the  cost  of  proper  equipment  for 
fluoridation  of  water  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  will  be  approx¬ 
imately  $3,000.00.  The  Fluorine  material  for  one  year  would 
cost  about  $300.00. 

5.  Fluoridation  of  water  supplies  is  not  a  substitute  for 
dental  care,  but  fluoridation  achieves  a  substantial  reduction 
in  dental  caries  unobtainable  by  other  means. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Your  Committee  strongly  and  unanimously  recommends 
fluoridation  of  the  Harwich  Water  Supply  as  a  desirable  pub¬ 
lic  health  measure. 

In  order  that  all  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
may  voice  their  opinion,  it  is  recommended  that  at  the  regu¬ 
lar  Town  election  to  be  held  in  1957,  the  matter  of  fluorida¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Town  of  Harwich  be  placed 
on  the  official  ballot.

What  most  of  us  fail  to  appreciate  is  the  fact  that  these 
losses,  highest  in  the  nation’s  history  come  at  a  time  when 
our  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  is  at  its  peak.  We 
can  only  wonder  what  it  would  have  been  without  this  effort. 
At  the  same  time  it  raises  the  question:  Is  the  fire  service 
doing  all  it  can  to  curtail  this  destruction.  If  it  is  not  where 
does  the  fault  lie?  Trying  to  pin  point  the  blame  is  like  try¬ 
ing  to  pick  the  cause  of  a  conflagration. 

Complicating  our  present  day  fire  control  and  extinguish¬ 
ing  efforts  are  hazardous  factors  strictly  of  this  age  in  which 
we  live.  One  of  a  great  many  too  numerous  to  try  and  mention 
is  the  use  of  high  pressure  natural  gas  and  growing  use  of 
liquified  petroleum  gas.  This  year  I  will  bring  before  you  a 
“Gas  Code”  and  my  hope  is  that  you  will  except  this  as  an¬ 
other  advancement  in  the  suppression  of  fire  and  loss  of  life. 
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This  past  year  has  recorded  the  smallest  number  of  fires 
and  fire  losses  in  a  great  many  years,  this  can  be  marred  with 
one  fire  so  let  us  continue  to  keep  our  guard  up  and  master 
this  destructive  force. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  men  and  dispatchers  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time  during  the 
last  year;  to  the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  towns  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

County  Health  Dept.  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Health 
Harwich,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The  acute  communicable  diseases  were  unusually  pre¬ 
valent  in  this  Town  during  the  year,  but  cases  were  of  the 
non-preventable  diseases  for  the  most  part.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  or  other  like  preventable  diseases 
were  reported.  During  the  months  of  July  through  November, 
an  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  this  area,  and  four 
of  the  eighty-one  cases  of  this  disease  reported  in  Barnstable 
County  were  residents  of  Harwich. 

In  spite  of  the  confusion,  which  was  present  last  spring, 
regarding  the  so  called  Salk’s  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  sixty- 
eight  per  cent  of  the  parents  of  children  in  the  first  and  sec¬ 
ond  grades  requested  that  the  vaccine  be  administered.  One 
dose  was  given  to  one  hundred  and  nine  children. 

Other  health  services  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
without  significant  change  from  the  previous  year.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  #64  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  of  Health  appointed  a 
Committee  of  seven  persons  to  study  the  matter  of  Fluorida¬ 
tion.  The  findings  of  this  Committee  appear  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

The  Board  has  inserted  an  article  in  the  1956  Warrant  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  more  of  the  marsh  land  surrounding 
the  Town  Dump  for  an  addition  to  the  disposal  area. 

We  are  also  asking  for  funds  with  which  to  build  a  small 
shelter  and  tool  house  for  the  Dump  Custodian.  Experience 
has  shown  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  man  in  attendance 
at  all  times. 

During  the  year  the  Town  was  required  under  State  Law 
to  assist  in  the  cost  of  premature  births  in  the  amount  of 
$430.51.  Reimbursement  of  this  amount  to  the  Town  is  still 
pending  a  final  clarification  of  settlement  status. 

Financial  assistance  was  provided  for  tuberculosis  pa¬ 
tients  at  the  Barnstable  County  Sanitorium.  Harwich  admit¬ 
ted  three  cases  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  have  been  dis¬ 
charged.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  one  member  from  the  Harwich  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  to  act  with  other  Cape  Cod  Towns  having  Plan¬ 
ning  Boards,  in  forming  a  Regional  Planning  District,  to  plan 
jointly  to  promote  with  the  greatest  efficiency  and  economy 
the  co-ordinated  and  orderly  future  development  under  a 
Master  Plan  the  areas  within  their  jurisdiction,  if  and  when 
the  Regional  Planning  Law  becomes  effective.

Johnson-Ulm  Memorial 
Scholarship  Committee 
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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

At  our  organization  meeting  E.  Gorham  Nickerson  was  re¬ 
elected  chairman  of  our  committee,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Leon¬ 
ard  secretary.  The  committee  meets  regularly  the  first  and 
third  Mondays  of  each  month,  and  is  called  to  special  meet¬ 
ings  as  the  need  arises. 

The  problem  of  space  needs  has  not  been  completely 
solved.  The  Brooks  Academy  building  is  still  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  school  department,  and  it  is  almost  a  certainty 
that  this  building  will  have  to  be  reopened  in  September  1956. 

We  urge  that  serious  consideration  be  given  our  space 
needs  at  the  High  School  level.  Our  graduating  class  this 
year  numbers  27,  and  our  fourth  grade  will  number  60,  which 
indicates  that  the  problem  will  be  acute  within  the  next  few 
years.  The  school  committee  still  feels  that  a  regional  High 
School  is  the  best  solution,  but  if  this  cannot  become  a  real¬ 
ity,  then  the  town  must  face  the  building  of  adequate  facili¬ 
ties. 


Mr.  Sydney  G.  Pierce  was  elected  by  the  Union  Committee 
in  August  to  succeed  Mr.  Hoyt,  who  had  resigned.  The  Har¬ 
wich  committee  feels  a  very  wise  choice  was  made  in  select¬ 
ing  Mr.  Pierce,  and  urges  all  who  have  not  done  so,  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  him. 

The  major  improvement  this  year  has  been  the  widening 
of  the  driveway,  and  enlargement  of  the  parking  areas  at  the 
High  School.  Difficulty  was  encountered  when  old  surface 
was  being  removed,  and  the  added  cost  to  complete  driveway 
would  not  allow  for  a  hard  surface  on  the  parking  lots.  It  is 
proposed  this  year  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  complete 
this  work. 

The  committee  has  met  with  the  Building  Committee, 
and  awarded  a  contract  for  installation  of  a  complete  sound 
system  in  the  Elementary  Building  to  Visual  Curriculum  Cor¬ 
poration.  It  is  expected  that  this  system  will  be  in  operation 
by  the  first  of  the  year. 
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A  committee  from  Harwich  Teachers  Association  met 
with  the  committee  in  November,  requesting  a  change  in  their 
salary  schedule.  After  much  consideration  had  been  given 
the  request,  the  committee  has  approved  a  new  salary  sched¬ 
ule.  Minimum  salaries  for  Bachelor’s  degree  is  now  $3400., 
maximum  $5800.  in  twelve  steps.  Minimum  salaries  for  Mast¬ 
er’s  degree  is  $3700.  with  maximum  $6700.,  in  fifteen  steps. 
Minimum  salaries  for  Master’s  degree  plus  one  year  $3900, 
maximum  $7300,  in  seventeen  steps.  Minimum  for  Doctor’s 
degree  $4100.,  maximum  $8100.,  in  twenty  steps.  With  the 
adoption  of  this  new  schedule  we  feel  we  can  attract  better 
teachers  to  the  town  of  Harwich,  and  can  offer  those  teachers 
whom  we  would  like  to  retain  an  incentive  to  stay  with  us. 
We  also  feel  we  have  the  right  to  expect  the  utmost  in  service 
and  cooperation  from  all  teaching  personnel. 

We  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Pierce,  Mr.  MacKay, 
and  Mr.  Nesmith,  as  well  as  the  supervisors,  because  they 
can  better  present  a  clear  picture  of  our  accomplishments 
this  past  year.  We  feel  we  have  made  progress  this  year,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  area  of  special  training.  In  addition  to  the 
Trainable  program  for  Retarded  Children,  we  have  instituted 
two  ungraded  classes,  one  on  the  primary  level,  and  one  in 
the  elementary  level.  These  classes  offer  to  the  child  who  is 
having  learning  difficulties  the  opportunity  to  have  special 
instruction. 

It  is  the  committee’s  aim  to  improve  our  schools.  The 
Teacher’s  Association  has  offered  to  meet  with  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  discuss  plans  for  coordinating  teaching  efforts  and 
methods. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  people  of  Harwich  for  their  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  School  Committee.  We  are  earnestly  striving  to 
serve  you  faithfully.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  following  is  my  first  in  the  series  of  annual  reports 
of  the  Superintendents  of  Schools  for  this  town. 

UNION  #16 

The  need  for  additional  art  supervision  was  met  with  the 
employment  of  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  of  Orleans.  Mr.  Smith  works 
with  elementary  classes.  He  has  an  extensive  and  accom¬ 
plished  background  in  the  field  of  art. 

In  September  Mr.  Samuel  Griffiths  came  into  our  union 
to  supervise  instrumental  music  at  the  elementary  level.  Mr. 
Griffiths’  many  years  of  experience  in  school  work  have 
earned  him  a  fine  standing  on  and  beyond  the  Cape. 

I  feel  that  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  these 
two  men  for  our  children. 

Mr.  Tileston’s  schedule  has  been  stretched  as  enrollments 
have  grown  and  classrooms  were  added.  It  appears  that  the 
time  has  come  to  expand  our  vocal  music  supervision.  Budget¬ 
ary  provision  has  been  made,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  fall 
of  1956  there  will  be  assistance  in  this  department. 

The  additional  clerical  help  provided  for  the  superintend¬ 
ent’s  office  is  completely  justified  in  my  opinion. 

Nature  study  classes  conducted  bi-weekly  in  sixth-grade 
classes  are  new  to  me.  I  endorse  them  heartily,  and  wish  they 
may  be  scheduled  for  fifth-grade  classes  also  in  the  future. 
We  have  so  much  evidence  of  nature  here  on  the  Cape  that 
we  will  do  well  to  provide  for  pupils  the  opportunity  to  be¬ 
come  better  acquainted  with  it. 

The  new  salary  schedules  adopted  by  the  towns  of  this 
union  have  attracted  wide  attention.  Through  them  we  seem 
assured  of  selectivity  in  securing  new  personnel.  Of  long- 
range  value  is  the  effect  of  encouraging  capable  young  peo¬ 
ple  to  consider  a  teaching  career.  The  principles  of  policy, 
which  accompany  the  schedules  and  promote  professional 
stature  and  in-service  training,  are  of  current  value.  This 
move  is  in  keeping  with  one  of  the  major  objectives  of  the 
recent  White  House  Conferences  on  improving  education. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

Adding  to  the  elementary  school  has  made  provision  for 
the  space  needs  of  pupils  from  kindergarten  to  grade  six  for 
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some  time.  But  we  have  already  outgrown  the  facilities  for 
the  upper  six  grades.  Seventh-grade  pupils  are  now  housed 
at  the  elementary  school  and  they  walk  to  the  high  school 
each  week  for  instruction  in  shop  work  and  household  arts. 
Plans  are  being  discussed  for  reopening  Brooks  Academy  next 
fall  to  accommodate  some  pupils  until  a  more  adequate  ar¬ 
rangement  can  be  planned  and  provided. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  has  been 
requested  to  make  a  survey  of  the  present  high  school  facili¬ 
ties  with  a  view  to  pointing  up  our  space  needs.  This  survey 
will  be  conducted  early  in  1956.  There  may  be  value,  too,  in 
Harwich  joining  with  other  towns  of  this  section  of  the  Cape 
in  taking  a  long-range  look  at  the  educational  picture  of  this 
area.  To  be  of  value  this  should  be  done  before  too  many 
towns  enter  into  commitments  that  will  have  long-term  ef¬ 
fects.

A  glance  at  the  table  will  show  the  steady  increase  in  the 
total  cost  of  school  operation.  This  is  to  be  expected  with 
rising  costs  of  materials,  increased  enrollments  and  additional 
teachers  for  regular,  special  and  kindergarten  classes.  In 
spite  of  this,  increases  in  valuation  and  reimbursements  have 
kept  the  rise  in  tax  for  schools  to  $2.00  since  1951.  It  is  of  in¬ 
terest,  too,  that  Harwich  receives  more  than  50%  reimburse¬ 
ment  on  the  salaries  of  special  class  teachers.  This  reim¬ 
bursement  on  1955  expenditures  will  be  received  in  1956,  and 
will  affect  the  report  for  that  year. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 
The  high  school  building  has  reached  an  age  where  repair 
and  upkeep  involve  considerable  expenditure.  A  number  of 
plumbing,  heating  and  electrical  repairs  were  required  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  interior  painting  will  be  con- 
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tinued,  a  little  at  a  time.  The  difference  between  the  rooms 
that  have  been  done  and  those  that  have  not  is  striking. 

A  number  of  repair  items  are  planning  for  1956,  including 
the  necessary  work  involved  with  reopening  Brooks  Academy. 

Several  typewriters  were  traded  during  the  year,  and 
two  new  pianos  were  purchased.  In  the  coming  year  some 
emphasis  on  audio-visual  equipment  can  be  justified.  The 
high  school  commercial  department  would  benefit  from  ex¬ 
perience  with  an  electric  typewriter.  And  some  floodlighting 
at  the  elementary  school  parking  lot  would  improve  public 
safety  there,  as  it  was  improved  at  the  high  school  in  1955. 

PERSONNEL 

A  number  of  new  people  have  joined  our  teaching  staff 
this  year.  Mr.  Arthur  LaFrenier  of  South  Ashburnham  is 
teaching  English  at  the  high  school.  He  trained  at  Fitchburg- 
State  Teachers  College.  Mr.  George  Colbert  trained  at  Boston 
College  and  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College.  He  also  at¬ 
tended  Boston  University  and  brings  twenty-one  years  of 
teaching  experience  to  our  staff.  Miss  Thora  Walker  is  a 
graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College  where  she 
prepared  to  teach  physical  education  and  coach  girls  sports. 

At  the  elementary  school  both  Miss  Jane  Reynolds  and 
Miss  Eleanor  Conners  are  graduates  of  Perry  Kindergarten 
Normal  School.  Miss  Conners  teaches  the  two  kindergarten 
sessions  and  Miss  Reynolds  teaches  third  grade.  Our  other 
third  grade  is  taught  by  Miss  Norma  Bassett  of  South  Chat¬ 
ham,  who  trained  at  Brandeis  University. 

The  trainable  special  class  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Katherine 
Armeson  of  Dennisport.  Mrs.  Armeson’s  wealth  of  training 
and  experience  are  a  great  asset  to  our  efforts  in  this  field. 
Mrs.  Muriel  MacKay  teaches  the  primary-level  educable  class 
and  Mrs.  Jane  Alcock  teaches  the  intermediate-level  educable 
class.  The  work  being  done  in  these  classes  is  heartening.  It 
lends  a  degree  of  fulfillment  to  the  following  words  of  Mass¬ 
achusetts’  first  Commissioner  of  Education,  Horace  Mann:  “I 
believe  in  the  absolute  right  to  an  education  of  every  human 
being  who  comes  into  the  world”.  Harwich  is  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  the  establishment  of  these  classes  and  the  kinder¬ 
garten.  I  believe  in  the  value  of  both. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  pleasure  to  be  living  on  the  Cape 
again  and  my  appreciation  for  the  welcome  and  cooperation 
of  the  school  personnel  and  townspeople  of  Harwich.

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Report  of  the 

Principal  of  the  High  School 


I  take  pleasure  In  submitting  my  third  annual  report 
of  the  Harwich  High  School. 

Because  we  have  some  students  in  the  high  school  who 
are  very  low  in  reading  comprehension,  we  have  arranged  a 
course  of  study  to  help  these  students.  As  they  have  difficulty 
in  reading,  it  became  evident  that  they  also  were  handicapped 
in  pursuing  any  subject  that  required  reading  skill.  It  was 
consequently  impossible  for  them  to  do  well  as  long  as  they 
were  unable  to  keep  up  with  other  students  in  necessary 
studying  or  reading  which  was  too  difficult  for  them. 

These  eight  students  were  members  of  the  eighth  and 
ninth  grades.  We  have  arranged  our  English  course  in  which 
many  of  the  reading  skills  in  which  they  were  deficient  have 
been  retaught.  Some  phonics,  spelling,  vocabulary,  compre¬ 
hension  and  topics  which  serve  as  a  background  for  reading 
have  been  adapted  to  their  needs.  Skill  in  pronunciation,  rec¬ 
ognition  of  words,  increasing  the  reading  speed  and  reading- 
exercises  are  used  to  help  these  students.  We  hope  that  this 
English  course  will  so  improve  their  reading  ability  that 
their  progress  in  other  academic  subjects  will  become  im¬ 
proved. 

In  the  meantime,  the  students  are  taking  extra  time  in 
shop  for  the  boys  and  in  household  arts  for  the  girls.  We 
hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  continue  to  offer  these  students 
a  course  of  study  better  adapted  to  their  particular  needs 
than  would  be  possible  without  making  provision  for  them. 

The  faculty  of  the  high  school  have  started  on  a  long  and 
arduous  undertaking.  Some  months  ago  at  a  faculty  meeting, 
the  high  school  teachers  expressed  the  desire  to  make  a  study 
of  curriculum  revision.  We  felt  that  we  might  improve  the 
courses  of  study  in  both  the  college  preparatory  and  the  non¬ 
college  groups.  Further  than  this,  we  hope  to  outline  in  de¬ 
tail  the  content  of  each  subject. 
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Since  the  project  may  take  two  or  three  years,  we  are 
starting  first  in  the  departments  of  English,  social  studies  and 
mathematics.  As  the  work  done  in  high  school  is  largely 
based  upon  the  grade  school  preparation,  committees  of  five 
teachers  in  each  department,  two  from  the  high  school  and 
three  from  the  grade  school,  are  to  thoroughly  co-ordinate  the 
subject  matter.  This  will  require  a  detailed  study  of  what  is 
taught  in  each  of  the  twelve  or  even  thirteen  grades,  counting 
kindergarten,  so  that  proper  growth  in  each  subject  through 
the  grades  may  be  determined.  In  such  a  study,  too,  the  high 
school  will  better  know  exactly  what  the  background  in  sub¬ 
ject  matter  has  been  so  as  to  more  efficiently  advance  the 
work.  Also  the  grade  teachers  will  better  know  what  prepara¬ 
tion  the  high  school  would  like  to  have.  By  having  a  com¬ 
mittee  in  each  field  composed  of  both  grade  and  high  school 
teachers,  we  believe  that  we  can  resolve  many  problems  con¬ 
cerning  subject  matter  which  have  been  plaguing  us  for  some 
time. 

A  steering  committee  for  the  high  school  part  of  the 
project  is  made  up  of  Mr.  Alcock,  Mr.  Colbert,  Mrs.  Kimball, 
Mr.  Nelson,  and  the  writer  of  this  report.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
this  committee  to  propose  topics,  as  the  study  advances,  for 
the  high  school  to  discuss  at  a  faculty  meeting.  A  report  will 
be  submitted  to  the  school  committee  when  each  phase  of 
the  work  is  completed. 

All  of  the  high  school  teachers  are  working  on  various 
committees.  Although  we  are  concentrating  on  English,  the 
social  studies  and  mathematics  with  the  grade  teachers, 
physical  education,  the  commercial  subjects,  household  arts, 
shop,  science,  and  languages  are  being  carefully  studied. 

The  high  school  faculty  is  also  considering  the  marking 
system  and  the  honor  roll  system  now  used  in  the  high 
school.  At  the  last  faculty  meeting,  three  different  marking 
systems  were  discussed.  No  decision  was  reached  at  this 
meeting  because  the  teachers  wanted  a  longer  time  to  think 
over  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  each  system. 

A  class  for  ballroom  dancing  is  held  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Miss  Thora  Walker  during  an  activity.  The  object 
of  the  class  is  not  only  to  teach  the  dance  steps  but  also  to 
teach  etiquette.  The  class  has  been  very  popular. 

Although  we  have  a  school  library  which  is  constantly 
in  use,  we  are  handicapped  for  want  of  proper  care  and  super¬ 
vision.  But  very  few  students  take  advantage  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  seldom  a  teacher  present  in  the  library.  We  do, 
however,  need  a  regular  librarian  to  care  for  the  many  li- 
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brary  services  which  are  impossible  for  us  to  provide  at  pres¬ 
ent.  Books  get  out  of  place  on  the  shelves,  periodicals  are 
sometimes  left  on  the  tables,  and  books  taken  out  have  to  be 
traced.  Without  a  librarian  we  are  not  able  to  provide  library 
facilities  which  are  essential  in  a  high  school. 

When  I  consider  the  co-operation  of  the  high  school 
faculty  and  the  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  under¬ 
taken  the  curriculum  study,  as  well  as  other  high  school 
problems,  I  feel  that  this  report  would  be  incomplete  without 
a  tribute  to  their  zeal  and  interest  in  voluntarily  spending 
many  dozens  of  hours  at  faculty  and  committee  meetings  to 
improve  our  high  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Harwich  Elementary  School. 

Since  the  submission  of  the  last  annual  report  great 
changes  have  been  noted  at  Harwich  Elementary  School.  In 
January  of  1955  the  pupils  moved  into  the  fine  new  addition 
to  the  existing  structure  and  all  of  the  boys  and  girls  formerly 
housed  at  Brooks  Academy  were  integrated  into  the  element¬ 
ary  school  with  the  result  that  your  elementary  school  is  now 
one  of  the  largest  on  Cape  Cod. 

It  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that  we  now  have  two 
kindergarten  sessions;  three  first,  second,  and  third  grades; 
two  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  grades;  one  class  for 
trainable  retarded  youngsters  and  two  classes  for  educable 
retarded  youngsters. 

During  1954  a  law  was  passed  by  the  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  providing  for  the  establishment  of  classes  for  edu¬ 
cable,  trainable,  and  custodial  retarded  children.  Harwich 
enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  town  on  the  Cape  to 
recognize  and  provide  for  the  needs  of  these  youngsters.  Chil¬ 
dren  from  other  towns  attend  these  classes  on  a  tuition  basis. 
We  may  be  also  proud  of  the  fine  work  which  is  being  done  in 
these  classrooms. 
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In  order  to  achieve  a  greater  measure  of  success  in  the 
programs  of  retarded  classes  we  have  attempted  to  release 
the  learning  program  from  requirements  and  conditions  of 
the  usual  graded  curriculum  so  that  the  pupils’  interests  may 
be  used  as  fuel  for  learning,  so  that  there  may  be  provision  for 
environment,  so  that  the  materials  of  instruction  may  be 
varied  in  both  difficulty  and  subject  matter  and  so  that  skill 
learning  may  be  a  function  of  the  purposeful  activities  of  the 
learners  rather  than  the  starting  point  and  core  of  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

As  in  years  past  we  are  continuing  the  school  safety 
patrol  program.  In  learning  to  carry  out  the  lawful  requests 
of  the  safety  patrol  it  is  felt  that  youngsters  learn  early  some 
of  their  community  responsibilities. 

The  school  savings  program  sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod 
Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  is  again  moving  in  high  gear.  As 
was  indicated  in  the  last  report  the  high  incidence  of  pupil 
participation  is  indicative  of  the  success  of  the  program. 

It  is  continually  hoped  that  the  participation  will  increase 
since  the  value  of  the  program  is  of  such  paramount  import¬ 
ance. 

With  the  availability  of  our  fine  new  auditorium  we  have 
had  many  excellent  programs  presented  from  our  stage,  per¬ 
haps  the  most  elaborate  of  which  was  the  Minstrel  Show  of 
last  spring.  As  during  last  year,  programs  commemorating 
the  major  holidays  have  been  planned  with  pupils  of  the 
various  grades  taking  part. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Viola  Regan,  our  lunch  room 
staff  is  serving  an  average  of  350  lunches  daily.  Your  school 
lunch  personnel  are  constantly  striving  to  make  the  meals 
more  appetizing  and  more  appealing.  I  state  again  that  the 
success  of  our  school  lunch  program,  as  the  success  of  any 
school  lunch  program,  depends  wholly  on  student  participa¬ 
tion.  Without  it  there  could  be  no  such  fine  program. 

Harwich  is  fortunate  in  having  such  fine  personnel  in  its 
school  health  department.  Excellent  jobs  are  being  done  on 
the  elementary  school  level  by  Dr.  Norris  Orchard  in  process¬ 
ing  the  complete  physical  examinations  of  our  youngsters 
and  by  Dr.  Malcolm  Dana,  the  school  dentist,  both  of  whom 
are  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Adelyn  Peabody,  our  excellent  school 
nurse. 

Our  elementary  school  supervisor,  Dr.  Harriet  Chace,  is 
constantly  working  toward  the  improvement  of  instruction  in 
the  elementary  school.  We  are  all  appreciative  of  the  very 
fine  work  which  she  is  doing. 
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The  townspeople  of  Harwich  are,  I  believe,  very  fortunate 
in  having  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  in  their  elementary 
school.  Each  one  of  your  teachers  has  the  best  interests  of 
the  individual  child  at  heart  and  endeavors  at  all  times  to  see 
that  these  best  interests  are  well  served. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  building  addition  it  was 
found  necessary  to  increase  the  custodial  staff  to  two  and 
one  half  men.  The  usual  fine  job  is  being  done  by  the  full 
time  custodians,  Mr.  Charles  Smith  and  Mr.  Lovell  Ernst,  Jr. 
Mr.  Edward  Whitney,  who  divides  his  time  between  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  high  schools,  is  an  able  assistant. 

It  is  always  reassuring  to  the  parents,  I  am  sure,  to  feel 
that  their  youngsters  are  well  taken  care  of  on  their  trips  to 
and  from  school.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  the  town  of  Har¬ 
wich  to  have  such  a  conscientious  group  of  bus  drivers  to 
whom  we  entrust  the  safety  of  our  children  twice  each  day. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers,  par¬ 
ents,  and  pupils  for  their  cooperative  interest  in  the  school. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  given 
me  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee.

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Guid¬ 
ance  Director  for  the  Harwich  High  School. 

Thirty-one  students  were  graduated  in  the  class  of  1955. 
Eleven  are  now  locally  employed.  Five  are  in  the  military 
service,  two  are  married,  and  thirteen  are  continuing  their 
education  and  training. 

During  the  past  year  the  testing  program  was  re-evalu- 
ated  at  the  high  school  level.  Some  of  the  recent  tests  of 
lower  validity  have  been  eliminated  in  favor  of  older  proven 
forms.  It  is  felt  that  more  use  can  be  made  of  fewer  tests 
with  savings  in  time  and  money. 
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A  guidance  record  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  developed  in  cooperation  with  the  faculty. 
Information  accumulated  on  each  student  will  include:  (1) 
his  scholastic  record,  (2)  the  standardized  test  record,  (3) 
personality  and  character  development  evaluations,  (4)  in¬ 
terests,  activities,  work  experiences,  and  plans  record,  (5) 
disciplinary  record,  and  (6)  health  record. 

Heretofore  guidance  records  have  been  confidential  in 
nature  and  directly  available  only  to  the  faculty.  The  new 
record  will  be  open  for  inspection  to  each  student,  his  parents 
and  his  teachers.  It  will  be  set  up  on  a  trial  basis  in  the  eighth 
grade  for  the  remainder  of  this  year  before  requesting  print¬ 
ing  funds. 

The  new  guidance  record  was  necessary  in  the  approach 
to  a  number  of  problems  which  demand  the  attention  of  par¬ 
ents  and  teachers.  Scholastic  achievement,  course  selections, 
thrift  in  career  planning,  and  personality  adjustment  involve 
problems  that  are  based  largely  on  attitudes.  And  attitudes 
are  slow  to  change.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  record,  open  to 
each  student,  will  directly  influence  attitudes  and  provide  a 
basis  for  the  cooperative  efforts  of  parents  and  teachers  to 
exert  a  consistent  and  continuing  influence. 

Although  the  guidance  program  is  faced  with  problems, 
it  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  in  the  past  year  to  learn 
of  the  confidence  which  admission  officers  and  employers 
have  in  our  graduates  and  of  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
graduates  face  new  challenges.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
elementary  supervisor  in  the  schools  of  Union  #16.  In  my  last 
year’s  report  I  considered  it  important  to  explain  how  I  plan¬ 
ned  to  fit  my  work  into  the  educational  system.  I  listed  sev¬ 
eral  ways  in  which  I  aimed  to  help.  In  this  second  report  I 
hope  to  show  how  I  am  carrying  on  these  aims. 

The  testing  program  has  been  carried  out  as  scheduled. 
Group  intelligence  testing  was  done  at  first,  third,  and  sixth 
grade  levels  in  April  and  again  in  September.  The  results  of 
the  mental  testing  showed  a  wide  range  throughout  the 
school. 
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Achievement  tests  were  given  with  the  following  ranges 
of  grade  levels: 


grade  one 
grade  two 
grade  three 
grade  four 
grade  five 
grade  six 


from  1.1  to  2.4 
from  1.4  to  4.4 
from  1.8  to  5.9 
from  2.8  to  6.9 
from  3.4  to  8.4 
from  3.9  to  8.9 


Because  of  the  wide  range  in  mental  ability  and  achieve¬ 
ment  as  indicated  by  these  tests  and  by  daily  work  of  students, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  school  has  to  provide  for  a  program 
that  takes  care  of  individual  differences.  Harwich  has  a  right 
to  be  proud  of  the  way  the  school  system  is  caring  for  the 
slow  learning  child.  We  have  set  up  three  classrooms  and 
selected  three  excellent  teachers  to  help  these  children.  Our 
class  for  trainables  under  the  fine  guidance  of  Mrs.  Armeson 
compares  favorably  with  any  in  the  state  or  country.  The 
other  classes  for  educable  students,  an  ungraded  primary 
taught  by  Mrs.  MacKay  and  an  ungraded  elementary  taught 
by  Mrs.  Alcock,  are  working  to  give  children  special  help  aim¬ 
ing  to  return  them  to  regular  classes  if  their  work  gets  up  to 
grade.  By  limiting  these  classes  to  eighteen  students,  the 
teacher  is  able  to  give  that  individual  attention  not  possible 
in  a  larger  group.  Already  these  students  have  made  much 
gain. 


Careful  grouping  in  the  regular  classrooms  also  is  pro¬ 
viding  for  individual  progress  and  serving  to  enrich  the 
program  for  the  average  and  superior  learner.  It  is  desir¬ 
able  to  utilize  the  alertness  and  eagerness  of  a  child  for 
the  development  of  hobbies  and  interests  which  will  serve 
to  enrich  his  life  in  later  as  well  as  in  present  years.  Ob¬ 
jective  criticism  and  a  sense  of  responsibility  can  be  developed 
because  of  the  natural  desire  to  learn  and  the  eager  interest 
of  the  elementary  child.  Our  excellent  nature  study,  physi¬ 
cal  education,  art,  and  music  programs  as  well  as  creative 
class  room  activities  are  providing  for  much  enrichment. 

The  kindergarten  was  started  this  fall  and  provides  a 
much  needed  program  of  orientation  and  training  in  skills 
to  help  the  small  child  adjust  to  school  life  and  curriculum. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  parents  will  bring  their  children  to 
kindergarten  next  year. 

The  teachers  in  Harwich  Elementary  are  constantly  try¬ 
ing  to  improve  their  work  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  indi¬ 
vidual  children.  They  have  welcomed  me  into  their  rooms 
and  been  appreciative  of  any  help  I  could  give.  All  of  the 
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teachers  in  Union  #16  are  working  on  ways  to  improve  the 
phonics  teaching  in  the  schools.  Recently  we  heard  Dr.  Anna 
Cordts  of  Rutgers  University,  a  leading  educator  in  the  phon¬ 
ics  field,  discuss  methods  and  materials.  On  January  11th 
the  state  supervisor  will  be  down  to  discuss  the  state  pro¬ 
gram  in  phonics  training.  We  are  also  initiating  a  program 
of  study  into  the  English,  Mathematics,  and  Social  Studies 
Curriculum  with  an  aim  toward  improving  the  vertical  grad¬ 
ing  of  materials  for  a  more  efficient  level  of  presentation.  In 
this  venture  we  will  cooperate  with  committees  being  formed 
at  high  school  levels.  Another  in-service  training  program 
will  be  a  course  under  State  University  Extension  on  social 
studies  skills. 

Everyone  in  the  field  of  education  must  constantly  seek 
self-improvement.  Thus,  in  adition  to  reading,  studying,  and 
writing  on  educational  matters,  I  have  attended  three  con¬ 
ferences  to  gather  materials  for  teachers  and  keep  abreast 
of  educational  affairs  in  the  nation  and  world.  One  of  these 
conferences,  held  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  in 
Troy,  was  an  attempt  by  industry  and  education  to  find 
mutual  aims  in  the  field  of  science.  The  second,  held  by  the 
National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies,  presented  materials, 
concepts,  and  methods  for  history,  geography,  and  related 
subjects.  The  third  meeting  was  held  by  the  health  de¬ 
partments  of  the  state  and  the  superintendents  and  aimed 
to  improve  the  health  services  of  the  schools. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  school  committee 
for  their  confidence  in  reappointing  me  to  my  position  and 
to  express  appreciation  for  the  cooperation,  friendliness, 
and  courtesy  of  the  superintendent,  school  principal,  and 
teachers  in  Harwich.  It  has  been  a  most  pleasant  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

As  educators,  we  are  finally  emerging  from  the  quite 
senseless  feeling  that  art  teaching  must  somehow  be  vindi¬ 
cated  for  being  placed  on  the  school  curriculum.  Art  needs 
no  vindication,  unless  we  live  in  a  mechanical  world  where 
everything  is  evaluated  in  terms  of  cash  value.  Art  is  the 
one  force  which  exists  purely  for  the  pleasure  it  brings  and  be¬ 
cause  it  is  an  instrument  for  developing  finer  individuals  from 
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the  basic  raw  materials.  Too,  it  has  a  vital  role  as  a  means  for 
emotional  outlet,  whether  that  art  form  be  painting,  music 
or  dancing.  And,  from  a  factual  viewpoint  it  is  one  of  the 
few  courses  which  contains  the  seeds  of  its  own  propagation. 
Each  student  who  enjoys  his  class  in  design  will  find  him¬ 
self  enjoying  the  lessons  all  over  again  when  he  sees  a  grace¬ 
ful  building,  an  appealing  landscape  or  a  home  that  has 
been  laid  out  and  furnished  in  what  we  call  “good  taste” 
which  is  only  another  phrase  for  “valid  design”. 

Along  with  my  teaching  duties  here  I  also  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  serving  on  the  executive  board  of  the  Massachusetts 
Arts  Education  Association.  A  “Contemporary  Technique  Pro¬ 
gram  Analysis”  is  under  way  at  present.  Demonstrations 
of  various  media  and  reproduction  methods  take  place  at 
meetings  that  are  held  four  times  during  the  school  year. 
Participation  is  the  next  step  as  teachers  pass  on  information 
gained  to  their  students.  Evaluation  is  made  from  question- 
aires  sent  to  teachers  and  the  published  results  are  made 
available  to  all  schools.  Harwich,  along  with  every  other 
city  and  town  in  Massachusetts  benefits  from  these  meet¬ 
ings. 

In  January  1955,  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  joined  me  in  guiding 
the  creative  urge  of  Union  #16  youngsters.  Although  Mr. 
Smith  did  not  have  the  professional  training  of  a  public 
school  teacher  of  art  it  was  felt  that  his  tremendous  back¬ 
ground  of  years  in  the  field  would  be  of  great  value  to  the 
students.  This  proved  to  be  a  fact  when  tne  work  by  his 
students  was  so  well  received  at  the  Spring  showing  of  school 
art  at  the  Cape  Cod  Art  Association  Galleries  in  Hyannis. 

The  work  produced  in  Harwich  is  of  a  higher  quality  than 
found  in  other  towns  in  the  union.  Time  and  space  are  two 
important  factors  in  the  production  of  art  work.  Time  is 
available  everywhere  but  Harwich  has  provided  the  space. 
The  Art  Room  in  the  elementary  school  building  is  one  of 
the  most  important  rooms  we  have.  Having  materials  close 
at  hand  and  having  working  areas  available  seem  to  enable 
the  student  to  produce  work  of  higher  quality.  The  room  must 
be  preserved  if  this  excellence  in  accomplishments  is  to 
continue. 

1954  and  1955  graduates  are  now  attending  Vesper  George 
School  of  Art  and  The  School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Boston.  One  of  the  present  Seniors  plans  to  attend  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  of  Art,  and  a  Junior  is  working  on  an  art 
school  scholarship.  That  is  a  wonderful  record  for  any  high 
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school.  Those  in  school  in  Boston  are  doing  wonderful  work 
and  those  planning  to  continue  their  art  training  after  gradu¬ 
ation  should  do  just  as  well. 

Any  request  the  public  asks  is  granted  if  possible.  I 
regret  that  some  of  the  requests  for  exhibits  or  posters  have 
to  be  refused.  If  we  said  yes  to  every  request  for  posters  it 
would  be  impossible  to  schedule  regular  class  activities. 

Any  success  that  the  art  department  may  have  is  in  part 
due  to  the  fine  cooperation  we  receive  from  other  faculty 
members.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

OF  UNION  #16 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Instrumental 
Music  in  the  High  Schools  of  Union  #16. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  last  year  was  a  very  ac¬ 
tive  one  musically  in  the  three  high  schools.  The  Chatham 
orchestra  performed  at  the  Memorial  Auditorium  last  Feb¬ 
ruary  in  a  joint  concert  with  Mr.  Gricius  and  pupils  of  the 
elementary  schools.  The  Harwich  Orchestra  and  Girls  Glee 
Club  gave  a  joint  concert  last  April,  and  in  Orleans,  the 
orchestra  participated  in  two  concerts  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  The  first  was  a  concert  of  Junior  and  Senior 
Orchestras  with  the  Junior  and  Senior  Choruses  of  Mr.  Tile- 
ston,  and  the  second  was  a  formal  concert  and  dance  given 
with  the  Orleans  Girls  Glee  Club  with  Mr.  Reynolds.  As  in 
past  years,  our  orchestras  also  participated  in  the  various 
graduation  programs  in  the  three  high  schols.  I  was  par¬ 
ticularly  pleased  at  the  number  of  parents  who  took  the 
time  to  speak  to  me  and  other  supervisors  at  the  close  of  each 
concert  concerning  the  musical  activities  and  problems  of 
of  their  children.  Such  parental  interest  is  a  great  help  to 
the  supervisor. 

In  addition  to  the  above  concerts  given  by  the  individual 
high  schools,  these  same  students  participated  in  the  Union 
Festival  at  Chatham  and  the  Cape  Cod  Festivals  at  Bourne 
and  Provincetown.  A  large  group  of  our  young  musicians 
also  spent  three  days  in  Rutland,  Vermont  at  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Concert  Festival.  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the 
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members  of  the  school  boards  of  Union  #16  for  their  interest 
and  support  that  enables  us  to  send  students  to  the  Cape  and 
New  England  festivals. 

Plans  are  already  made  for  many  festivals  and  concerts 
in  the  coming  year.  Our  Union  #16  festival  is  planned  for 
the  11th  of  February  at  the  new  Elementary  School  Audi¬ 
torium  in  Harwich.  This  is  a  departure  from  the  usual  as 
it  will  be  held  on  a  Saturday  instead  of  Friday  evening.  This 
allows  more  time  during  the  day  for  final  rehearsal.  The 
new  Union  Band  will  make  its  first  appearance  at  this  time. 
Chatham  High  School  will  be  host  to  the  Cape  Cod  Festi¬ 
val  on  March  10.  On  March  22,  23,  24,  the  New  England  Fes¬ 
tival  will  be  held  in  Claremont,  New  Hampshire.  Many  of 
our  students  have  already  applied  for  acceptance  in  these 
fine  musical  groups. 

This  makes  for  another  active  musical  year  and  this  we 
like.  Much  activity  and  participation  by  as  many  students 
as  possible  are  the  basic  objectives  of  our  music  program. 
In  comparison  to  other  New  England  high  schools,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  sent  to  festivals  by  our  Union  is  very  high. 
Each  year  our  program  is  enlarging,  and  in  a  few  years  I 
should  have  a  bumper  crop  of  young  string  players  that 
have  already  been  started  in  the  grades  by  my  colleague, 
Mr.  Griffiths. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  made 
my  work  in  Union  #16  a  pleasure.  School  boards,  adminis¬ 
trators,  parents,  and  fellow  teachers  have  shown  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  music  department.  Concerning  the  problems 
of  scheduling  and  lack  of  space,  the  principals  have  been 
most  cooperative.  Without  their  understanding  help  my 
work  would  be  most  ineffective.  To  all  of  you,  my  sincere 
thanks.

rooms. 

For  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  an  increasing  imbalance 
has  been  evident  in  the  instrumental  music  education  courses 
in  most  public  schools  of  our  nation — a  shortage  of  string- 
players  resulting  in  the  gradual  disappearance  of  the  school 
orchestra,  without  which  no  school  music  program  is  com¬ 
plete.  During  this  time,  Union  #16  was  most  fortunate  in 
having  the  services  of  one  of  the  finest  music  educators  in 
the  entire  East,  who,  upon  his  retirement  a  few  years  ago, 
left  our  schools  in  a  most  favorable  position  in  instrumental 
music  activities.  Due  in  large  part  to  this  fact,  our  present 
instrumental  faculty  was  attracted  to  this  community,  and 
will  build,  in  time,  on  this  foundation  one  of  the  best  instru¬ 
mental  music  education  programs  in  New  England,  thus 
bringing  to  our  students  advantages  to  be  had  in  few  other 
schools  today. 

In  closing,  the  writer  wishes  to  thank  all  members  of 
our  administrative  and  teaching  staffs,  and  many  parents 
and  friends  for  their  outstanding  interest  and  cooperation 
in  this  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC 

To  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

As  I  approach  the  completion  of  a  decade  of  Vocal  Music 
Supervision,  here  in  Union  #16,  I  cannot  but  feel  a  mild 
sense  of  inner  joy  and  satisfaction  to  see  the  heights  to  which 
vocal  music  has  risen. 

We  have  exceptionally  fine  grade  teachers,  who  defi¬ 
nitely  appreciate  the  worth  of  music  and  carry  out  my  musi¬ 
cal  aspirations  to  the  letter — promoting  a  love  for  the  sub- 
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ject  from  the  first  grade  through,  so  that  by  the  time  the 
little  ones  have  grown  and  reached  High  School,  my  chor¬ 
uses  are  filled  to  the  maximum,  most  particularly  with  stu¬ 
dents  who  realize  that  their  lives  are  being  greatly  enriched 
by  participation  in  music.  This,  plus  the  fact  that  the 
Administrators,  the  School  Boards  who  vote  financial  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Music  Department,  and  the  Parent-Teacher 
groups  who  back  up  the  many  musical  programs  and  assem¬ 
blies,  are  so  co-operative  and  understanding  make  teaching 
and  living  here  on  Cape  Cod  a  distinct  source  of  happiness. 

I  proceed  on  the  belief  that  YOUR  child  is  MUSICAL — 
because  ALL  children  are  naturally  musical;  a  baby  will  rock 
to  the  rhythm  of  music — and  can  be  taught  to  sing  on  pitch 
in  most  cases,  by  the  time  he  is  a  year  old.  However,  some¬ 
where  between  babyhood  and  pre-adolesence,  many  child¬ 
ren  become  inhibited  musically;  their  musical  ability  re¬ 
mains  undeveloped,  their  natural  love  for  music  is  pushed 
into  the  back  ground. 

In  most  of  these  cases,  the  child  did  not  receive  the 
right  kind  of  musical  experience  in  his  early  years.  Either 
music  was  kept  out  of  his  life  at  home  almost  entirely,  or 
else  it  was  presented  in  such  a  formal,  rigid  way  that  it 
caused  him  to  freeze  up  and  reject  it. 

When  music  is  brought  to  a  child  properly  in  our  school 
system,  it  becomes  one  of  the  best  and  most  joyous  experi¬ 
ences  in  his  life.  It  is  his  basis  for  creative  play  and  a  tool 
for  learning.  It  becomes  an  avenue  to  closer  contact  with 
his  parents.  A  healthy  and  happy  early  experience  with 
music  can  enrich  your  child’s  entire  life,  and  above  all,  music 
is  meant  to  be  FUN. 

I  have  had,  and  do  have,  a  number  of  general  objectives 
in  mind  for  each  class,  from  first  grade  through  High  School, 
modulated  and  progressing  accordingly,  and  in  the  role  of 
supervisor  and  guide,  I  try  to  direct  the  activities  of  the 
class  so  that  both  the  general  objectives,  important  in  the 
development  of  continuity  of  musical  growth,  and  the  more 
specific  class-planned  objectives  and  activities,  important 
in  self-evaluation  and  immediate  motivation,  are  compatible. 

First  the  grades,  I  list  the  following  as  my  objectives: 

1.  Helping  each  child  find  some  musical  activity  in  which 
he  can  participate  with  satisfaction  and  some  degree  of 
mastery. 

2.  Building  a  listening  repertoire  that  is  both  immediately 
satisfactory  and  of  lasting  musical  significance. 
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3.  Building  a  repertoire  of  songs  the  class  can  sing  with 
musical  enjoyment. 

4.  Developing  musical  learnings,  including  reading  skills 
and  familiarity  with  the  materials  of  music-making  such  as 
instruments  of  the  orchestra  or  band,  voice  types,  technical 
information  and  through  singing,  rhythmic  and  listening 
activities. 

5.  Correlating  music  with  other  areas  of  school  activity,  and 
with  the  child’s  out-of-school  world. 

I  realize  more  and  more  that  pupils  bring  to  the  class¬ 
room  the  whole  gamut  of  human  emotions,  including  joy, 
hate,  anger,  enthusiasm,  resentment,  love,  shame  and  humil¬ 
iation.  The  fact  that  music  is  an  art  which  is  chiefly  emo¬ 
tional  in  appeal,  puts  into  my  hands  and  hands  of  other 
music  teachers,  a  great  power  for  influencing  the  behavior 
of  the  pupils. 

It  is  a  fact  that  more  High  School  students  will  be  con¬ 
sumers  rather  than  performers  of  music.  A  very  small  per 
cent  of  the  total  student  body  will  earn  its  living  as  pro¬ 
fessional  musicians;  a  larger  per  cent  will  engage  in  ama¬ 
teur  music-making.  The  greatest  per  cent  will  derive  most 
of  its  musical  pleasure  from  listening  to  and  participating 
in  music.  There  is  a  trend  in  present-day  music  education 
toward  recognizing  this  fact  and  gearing  it  to  the  teaching 
of  school  music. 

I  therefore  am  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  each 
town  of  our  Union  will  afford  a  full-time  Music  Supervisor, 
who  in  that  role  can  better  do  justice  to  the  wealth  of  talent 
that  lies  dormant.  Due  to  so  little  time  being  available  to 
the  supervisor,  in  the  present  set-up,  in  which  as  you  know, 
I  try  to  see  every  grade,  of  every  town,  every  week,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  accomplish  all  that  could  be  done  with  more  time. 

One  of  my  biggest  obligations  and  pleasures  this  past 
year,  more  than  ever  before,  has  been  to  assist  the  various 
grade  teachers  (in  each  town)  who  are  responsible  for  special 
programs  embodying  music  for  assemblies  or  for  the  special 
days  and  holidays;  or  in  the  High  Schools,  to  take  complete 
charge  of  the  music  portion  of  the  special  programs,  and  in 
every  case,  the  results  have  been  most  gratifying  and  re¬ 
warding. 

These  affairs  and  more  specifically  our  Union  Festival 
and  Cape  and  Islands  Massed  Festival,  (enriched  now  by 
our  many  new  school  pianos  throughout  the  Union!),  have 
helped  to  Sell  the  music  program  to  the  community  and  to 
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become  a  significant  part  of  the  Public  Relations  Program  of 
the  school.  (Incidentally,  this  coming  February,  Harwich  will 
be  the  center  for  the  Union  Festival,  and  the  month  of  March 
will  have  a  memorable  date  for  the  Massed  Cape  and  Island 
Festival,  of  Band,  Orchestra  and  Chorus,  with  Chatham  as 
the  Host  Town.) 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  may  I  state  that  I  believe  where¬ 
as  music  may  be  and  should  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
every  subject  in  the  curriculum,  it  is  potentially  a  unifying 
subject.  In  this  role,  therefore,  rather  than  losing  its  identity 
and  significance,  music  is  assuming  a  new  authority  and  is 
making  more  sense  to  the  pupil  as  it  becomes  part  of  the 
fabric  of  everyday  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

During  the  fall  of  1955  all  children  in  Grades  7  through 
12  were  examined  and  generally  found  to  be  in  good  physi¬ 
cal  condition. 

Minor  postural  difficulties  which  can  be  corrected  with 
exercise  were  detected. 

Both  of  the  squads  of  basketball  players  were  given  care¬ 
ful  examinations. 

Due  to  the  fine  dental  program  in  the  Harwich  schools 
the  majority  of  students  showed  no  serious  dental  defects.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

In  addition  to  the  routine  duties  of  the  Elementary 
School  Medical  Department,  two  important  steps  were  taken 
in  an  effort  to  further  protect  the  health  of  the  children. 
One  consisted  of  a  urinalysis  to  detect  the  presence  of  dia¬ 
betes  or  a  tendency  to  that  disease.  Two  hundred  eighty-two 
specimens  were  tested  by  the  School  Nurse.  No  evidence  of 
diabetes  was  found  in  any  child. 
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The  second  procedure  was  administering  the  first  dose 
of  Salk  vaccine  to  one  hundred  nine  children  in  the  first  and 
second  grades  in  May  with  the  expectation  of  giving  a  second 
dose  before  the  end  of  the  school  year.  As  is  well  known,  the 
second  dose  was  not  given.  No  unfavorable  reactions  were 
reported. 

This  seems  to  be  an  appropriate  time  to  call  another 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  community.  Very  few  of  our 
citizens  have  any  idea  of  the  number  and  nature  or  requests 
school  children  bring  to  the  office  of  the  School  Nurse.  In¬ 
fections  of  the  eye  lids;  wounds,  some  of  them  infected,  from 
accidents  sustained  at  home;  joint  injuries  for  falls  at  home. 

Neither  the  School  Nurse  nor  the  School  Physician  has 
the  right  to  diagnose  or  treat  children  suffering  from  home 
accidents. 

We  are  not  happy  when  we  turn  a  child  away  without 
taking  care  of  him.  The  child  is  not  happy  either  since  he 
does  not  understand  why  he  is  not  being  looked  after.  Parents 
must  realize  that  the  School  Medical  Department  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  take  over  medical  or  surgical  care  which  rightly 
belongs  in  the  hands  of  the  family  doctor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Complete  health  service  for  all  children  of  school  age 
is  one  of  the  major  objectives  of  a  maternal  and  child  health 
program. 

Trends  in  planning  for  complete  services  including  the 
correction  as  well  as  the  discovery  of  physical  and  emotional 
conditions,  indicate  that  more  health  and  medical  services 
will  be  made  available  to  school  children.  That  more  medi¬ 
cal  consultation  will  be  provided  to  school  authorities;  and 
that  the  health  education  curriculum  will  be  enriched  in 
content  and  experience  for  the  child. 

The  contribution  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  in  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  health  program  for  school  children  is  recognized 
throughout  the  nation.  Increasing  consideration  would  be 
given  to  the  most  economical  and  effective  utilization  of 
public  health  nurses  in  the  program  of  service  to  school 
children  and  also  to  the  utilization  of  other  professional 
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groups  in  the  health  department  or  in  the*  community  who 
may  be  particularly  prepared  to  handle  certain  phases  of  the 
program.  The  nurse  should  be  free  to  use  her  particular 
skills  in  working  with  families  of  school  children  and  with 
teachers  in  relation  to  problem  of  community  and  individual 
health.  Opportunities  are  being  given  to  nurses  to  learn 
more  about  the  physical  and  emotional  development  of  this 
particular  age  group  as  well  as  the  most  recent  methods  of 
treating  sick  children. 

As  centers  of  community  interest  and  activity  both 
health  centers  and  schools  will  serve  in  the  future  as  focal 
points  for  complete  programs  for  health-care  for  the  school 
age  child  and  working  together,  they  will  broaden  their  use¬ 
fulness  in  equipping  children  and  youth  for  healthy  and  re¬ 
sponsible  citizenship. 

An  adequate  school  health  program  includes  health  ser¬ 
vices,  health  instruction  and  a  safe  and  healthful  schoo’’ 
environment.  The  nurse  plays  an  important  part. 

No  other  person  concerned  with  the  school  health  pro¬ 
gram  knows  the  home  and  the  neighborhood  of  each  child 
so  intimately  as  the  public  health  nurse.  Because  one  of  her 
major  activities  is  home  visiting,  she  learns  and  understands 
what  this  environment  is  and  its  relation  to  the  child’s  physi¬ 
cal,  emotional  and  mental  health.  She  interprets  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  home  to  the  school  personnel,  and  helps  parents 
understand  the  health  services  and  the  policies  of  the  school. 
If  there  are  difficult  home  problems,  she  refers  parents  to 
the  right  community  agency  for  help. 

When  there  is  a  physician  in  the  school,  the  public  health 
nurse  assists  him  in  preparing  and  conducting  health  exam¬ 
inations.  The  nurse  and  the  teacher  together  select  the 
children  that  are  in  need  of  examination,  and  provide  the 
physician  with  appropriate  data.  The  nurse  encourages  the 
parents  to  be  present  at  the  examination,  helps  them  and  the 
school  personnel  to  plan  ways  of  securing  the  care  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  physician  and  work  out  a  suitable  regimen 
that  will  lead  to  good  health  habits  for  the  child  in  and  out 
of  school. 

The  public  health  nurse  helps  parents  and  teachers  to 
recognize  signs  and  symptoms  that  depart  from  the  normal 
and  takes  immediate  steps  to  secure  medical  attention. 

Because  teachers  have  day-to-day  contacts  with  school 
children,  the  public  health  nurse  instructs  them  in  the  im¬ 
portance  of  maintaining  continuous  observation  of  each 
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child’s  health  and  behavior.  Through  in-service  education 
programs  and  individual  conferences,  she  demonstrates  to 
them  the  technics  for  conducting  periodic  screening  tests, 
vision,  hearing,  weighing  and  measuring. 

Emergencies  in  a  school  are  generally  referred  to  the 
nurse,  if  the  physician  is  not  present.  But  her  responsibility 
is  limited  to  emergency  first  aid.  Further  treatment  is  given 
by  the  child’s  private  physician  or  at  a  clinic  as  arranged  by 
the  family.  Sometimes  an  accident  may  occur  when  neither 
physician  nor  a  nurse  is  present.  For  this  reason  a  teacher 
or  other  person  trained  in  first  aid  should  always  be  present 
in  the  school. 

To  the  public  health  nurse  belongs  the  additional  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  co-ordinating  all  available  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  health  status  of  every  boy  and  girl.  She  does 
this  by  making  sure  there  is  a  complete  up-to-date  health 
record  upon  which  is  entered  data  given  her  by  the  teacher 
and  medical,  dental  and  other  health  personnel;  also  by 
providing  the  teacher,  parents  and  other  agencies  with 
written  reports  as  needed. 

It  is  the  teachers’  role  to  give  classroom  instruction  in 
health  and  the  nurses’  role  to  act  as  consultant  in  health  and 
the  nurses’  role  to  act  as  consultant  with  advice  to  the  teacher. 

As  a  member  of  the  team  concerned  with  school  health, 
the  nurse  has  a  part  in  seeing  that  standards  for  school  safety 
and  sanitation  are  maintained.  In  this  connection  she  gives 
attention  to  teacher-pupil  relationships  as  they  influence 
mental,  emotional  and  physical  health  to  the  school  lunch 
and  to  the  health  of  school  personnel. 

These  are  excerpts  from  a  pamphlet  called  “The  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Nurse  and  School  Health”  distributed  by  the 
National  Organization  for  Public  Health  Nursing  as  written 
by  Martha  M.  Eliot,  M.D.,  formerly  associate  chief  of  Child¬ 
ren’s  Bureau-Federal  Security  Agency.
